To  the  Hon.  Thomas  L.  Young,  Governor  of  Ohio  : 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  eleventh  annual  report 
of  this  department. 

The  aim  has  been  to  make  it  a  full  and  accurate  exhibit  of  the  condi- 
tion and  affairs  of  the  several  companies  having  lines  of  railway  within 
*the  State  at  the  close  of  the  year  ending  June  30,  and  also  to  show  the 
extent  of  the  traffic,  earnings,  and  operations  for  the  year.  To  that  end 
the  returns  made  have  been  subjected  to  critical  examination  and  com- 
parison, the  separate  items  being  carefully  verified  wherever  practicable. 

The  tabulations  from  returns  received,  given  in  the  appendix,  will  aid 
in  a  comparison  of  the  length,  equipment,  and  cost  of  the  several  lines, 
the  earnings  thereon,  with  the  expenses  and  results  of  operating.  The 
capital  stock,  other  liabilities,  and  assets  of  each  company  are  also  given. 
These  tables  are  followed  by  copies  of  the  required  reports  made  to  this 
office  by  the  several  companies  owning  the  lines,  and  of  the  supplemental 
reports  of  operating  made  by  lessees  where  a  ro.i  i  is  not  operated  by  the 
company. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  leading  items  showi  by  the  reports  made  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1877,  as  compared  wii  ii  those  of  the  year  pre- 
ceding, shows  the  following  results : 

The  aggregate  length  of  main  line  and  branches,  8,292.52  miles,  is  an 
increase  of  290.21  miles.  The  earnings  and  traffic  reported  were  upon 
8,064.86  miles,  which  is  200.81  miles  greater  length  than  operated  year 
previous. 

The  net  gain  in  length  of  line  within  the  State  for  the  year  was  259.82 
miles ;  for  1876  it  was  58  miles. 

Number  of  passengers  carried,  16,995,589,  is  a  falling  off,  deducting 
the  Marietta,  Pittsburg  and  Cleveland,  not  reporting,  and  five  suburban 
lines  not  included  this  year,  of  681,063. 

Freight  tonnage  was  30,338,004,  an  increase  of  990,205  tons. 

The  gross  earnings  of  operated  line,  $58,095,489.87,  is  a  decrease  in 
amount  of  $5,165,650.76. 
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Net  earnings  show  a  falling  ofi  from  those  of  previous  year  of  $2,- 
997,214.65.  The  total,  $14,768,842.61,  is  2.54  per  cent,  upon  the  total  paid- 
in  stock,  bonds,  and  other  debts  of  companies  owning  the  lines. 

Passenger  earnings,  $15,592,149.32,  is  a  decrease  of  $894,718.45. 

The  aggregate  of  freight  earnings,  $38,678,764.65,  is  $3,765,327.82  less 
that  of  previous  year. 

Total  of  paid-in  capital  stock  was  $273,310,568.02;  of  outstanding 
bonds,  $282,283,130.09;  and  of  other  net  debt,  $24,978,548.22;  an  aggre- 
gate of  $580,572,246.33. 

The  interest  reported  paid  on  bonds  was  $9,830,682.94,  and  on  floating 
debt  $645,123.96. 

Dividends  on  preferred  stock  amounted  to  $580,029.75,  and  to  $3,- 
940,388.05  on  general  stock.

RAILWAY    COMPANIES. 

Including  five — the  Bowling  Green,  the  Cleveland  and  Newburgh,  the 
Lake  View  and  Collamer,  the  Rocky  River,  and  the  Toledo  and  Maumee 
Narrow  Gauge,  which  operate  suburban  lines  ag.r;regating  30  miles — 
there  are  sixtj^-four  corporations  within  the  State  which  had,  on  July  1, 
more  or  less  of  track  completed  and  laid  with  rail,  whose  duty  it  is  made 
by  law  to  furnish  annual  reports  to  the  Commissioner. 

One  of  these,  the  Cincinnati  and  White  Water  Valley,  has  made  no 
report  for  three  years  past.  It  is  understood  that  the  reasons  for  its  in- 
corporation and  the  construction  of  its  (now  unused)  line  no  longer  exist. 
A  reference  to  the  last  report  made  by  the  company,  shows  it  had  a  paid- 
in  capital  stock  of  $20,000,  a  bonded  debt  of  $174,000,  with  other  liabili- 
ties amounting  to  about  $49,000,  which  represented  the  cost  of  2.10  miles 
of  main  and  0.50  of  side  track.  These  items,  carried  into  tabulations, 
etc.,  of  1875  and  1876  reports,  are  now  omitted. 

The  Dayton  and  Western  Railroad  Company — whose  line,  under  a  per- 
petual lease,  with  privilege  of  purchase,  is  included  in  the  Little 
Miami  Division  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis  Railway, 
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and  having  no  liability  except  its  outstanding  bonds — made  its  last 
report  to  this  office  in  1869.  Its  line  and  debt  from  that  time  to  1876  in- 
clusive, have  been  treated  as  part  and  parcel  of  the  assets  and  liabilities 
of  the  Little  Miami  Railroad  Company  in  its  annual  returns;  but  the 
last  made,  not  including  the  Dayton  and  Western  bonds  as  a  liability,  or 
the  road  as  an  asset,  it  has  been  thought  proper  in  this  report  to  restore 
the  Dayton  and  Western  to  its  place  among  the  railway  lines  of  the 
State. 

The  Marietta,  Pittsburg  and  Cleveland  Railway,  which  at  date  of  pre- 
vious report  was  operated  by  a  receiver,  passed  out  of  his  hands  about 
the  close  of  the  present  report  year;  and  within  the  same  period  the 
Ohio  Central — formerly  the  Atlantic  and  Lake  Erie — has  passed  into  a 
receivership.  Report  blanks  were  duly  furnished  in  both  instances,  but 
efforts  made  to  obtain  a  report  of  the  traffic,  condition,  etc.,  of  either  line, 
have  proved  fruitless. 

Formal  reports  were  not  furnished  by  the  Baltimore  Short  Line  and 
Cincinnati  and  Baltimore  Railway  Companies.  The  Secretary  advises 
that  no  changes  have  occurred,  and  that  no  entries  have  been  made  in 
the  books  of  either,  since  making  returns  for  previous  jesiY.  The  two 
lines  are  included  in  that  operated  by  the  Marietta  and  Cincinnati  Rail- 
road Company. 

The  Mansfield,  Coldwater  and  Lake  Michigan  road  is,  as  at  date  of  last 
report,  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  under  the  mortgage,  who  make  a 
return  of  the  traffic,  earnings,  etc.,  upon  that  portion  of  the  line  operated 
by  them. 

In  the  tabulations,  the  items  of  stock  paid  in,  other  liabilities,  line 
owned,  etc.,  of  the  five  last-named  corporations  and  of  the  Toledo  and 
State  Line  Railroad  Company,  are  as  returned  in  the  last  reports  sever- 
ally made  by  these  companies. 

In  addition,  eleven  corporations  engaged  in  construction,  but  which 
had  no  portion  of  their  lines  completed  and  ready  for  operating  June  30, 
make  returns  of  progress,  condition,  etc. ;  and  six  others  report  an  or- 
ganization, with  names  of  directors. 

LENGTH   OP    COMPLETED    LINE. 

There  was  of  single  main  track  and  branches — excluding  the  30  miles 
of  suburban  roads  heretofore  noted — 8,292.52  miles ;  387.91  of  double 
track  and  1,814.97  of  sidings  and  other  track — a  total  of  10,525.40  miles 
laid  with  rail.  On  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  road,  there 
was  a  reduction  in  double  gauge  and  side  tracks  of  74.47  miles.  These 
totals  show  an  increase  of  290.21  miles  of  main  track,  and  2.44  of  double, 
but  a  decrease  of  33.31  miles  in  length  of  other  tracks. 
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The  lines  as  operated  and  severally  reported,  number  forty-nine,  and 
vary  in  length  from  the  Eastern  Ohio — 7.75  miles — to  that  of  the  Lake 
Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway,  1,176.80;  the  average  being 
169.32  miles.

The  reported  length  of  double  track  was  173.89,  and  of  sidings  and 
other   tracks,  1,074.32  miles,  a  decrease  in  the  latter,  over  and  above

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length  laid  within  the  year,  of  54.44  miles — owing  to  taking  up  of  track 
by  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Company,  as  previously  refer- 
red to.  This  makes  a  total  of  5,937  miles,  or,  including  the  suburban 
passenger  roads,  of  5,967.87  miles  of  track  within  the  State  laid  with 
rail  on  June  30th. 

COST. 

Forty-two  companies  return  $187,916,706.54  as  expended  in  construc- 
tion— including  148.41  miles  graded,  but  not  laid  with  rail — of  3,690.56 
miles  of  completed  single  main  track.  Twenty-five  give  $29,217,121.15  as 
cost  of  equipping  2,861.40  miles.  Seventeen  companies  own  no  rolling- 
stock,  and  fifteen  do  not  separate  cost  of  construction  and  equipment,  but 
return  $289,234,152.74  as  total  cost  of  4,131.62  miles  of  equipped  road. 
This  is  an  aggregate  of  $506,427,980.43,  which  amount  divided  upon  the 
7,822.18  miles  of  completed  line  owned  by  the  fifty-seven  corporations, 
gives  an  average  of  $64,742.56  per  mile.  The  reported  cost  of  five  subur- 
ban passenger  lines  operated  by  steam,  with  their  equipment — not  in- 
cluded this  year  in  the  general  tabulations — is  $398,571.68 ;  an  average 
of  $13,281.29  per  mile  upon  their  length — 30.01  miles;  and  eleven  cor- 
porations, whose  reports  are  given  under  head  of  "  Railway  lines  in 
progress,"  return  an  aggregate  of  $3,246,871.62,  expended  for  the  grading 
of  323.50  mile?,  and  in  construction,  bridges,  etc. ;  a  total  of  $510,073,- 
423.67  expended  to  June  30,  upon  the  lines — completed  wholly  or  in  part, 
or  th^-t  are  in  process  of  construction — of  the  seventy-three  corporations. 
This  gives  an  increase  within  the  year  of  $5,135,584.27. 

In  comparing  returns  of  this,  with  those  of  previous  year,  it  is  evi- 
dent, that  che  total  stated,  is  not  all  legitimate  cost.  For  instance, 
there  is  an  addition  made  to  the  cost  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  and 
Chicago,  the  past  year,  of  $3,382,649.14 — while  the  Marietta  and  Cincin- 
nati Company  charge  to  cost  of  road  and  equipment — in  place  of  to  profit 
and  loss — $480,082.85  of  the  discount  upon  bonds  issued  and  sold,  the 
proceeds  of  which  were  applied  to  liquidation  of  floating  debt.  In  other 
cases,  less  amounts  have  been  improperly  charged  to  construction.  This 
inflation  does  afifect  materially,  however,  the  actual  increase  shown  by 
comparison  of  above  total,  with  that  of  previous  year ;  the  purchase  of 
the  Wabash  Railway  being  $1,668,444.;>8  lcs=  than  reported  cost  of  the 
late  Toledo,  Wabash  and  Western ;  that  of  the  Lake  Erie  and  Louisville 
was  reduced,  in  a  similar  manner,  81,018,026.50;  while  the  corrections 
made  in  ihe  last  reports  of  the  Chicago  and  Canada  Southern,  and  To- 
ledo, Canada  Southern  and  Detroit,  give  the  cost  of  those  lines  at  $1,010,- 
768.43  less  thnn  heretofore  reported. 
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The  proportion  for  Ohio  of  the  aggregate  reported  by  the  fifty-seven 
first-named  corporations,  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  their 
lines,  is  $284,853,233.28 ;  being  an  average  of  $60,700.14  per  mile  upon 
the  4,692.79  miles  of  single  main  track,  laid  with  rail,  owned  by  them 
within  the  State.  The  suburban  lines  referred  to,  are  wholly  within  the 
State,  and  of  the  amount  expended  upon  lines  in  progress,  all  but 
$39,508.11  of  the  Michigan  and  Ohio,  was  for  work  done  in  Ohio;  a  total, 
for  the  seventy-three  corporations,  of  $288,459,168.47,  and  an  increase  of 
$5,368,764.08  for  the  year.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  increase  is 
greater  than  that  for  entire  lines,  which  results  from  the  fact,  that,  of  the 
$2,679,203.01  reduction  above  noted,  in  reported  cost  of  the  Chicago  and 
Canada  Southern,  the  Toledo,  Canada  Southern  and  Detroit,  and  the 
Wabash  lines— which  is  on  722.50  miles,  but  87.14  miles  being  within 
the  State — the  proportion  of  this  reduction  for  Ohio  is  only  $100,836.46. 
Of  the  increase,  $2,917,610.03  was  upon  the  Cincinnati  and  Eastern,  the 
Columbus  and  Toledo,  the  Dayton  and  South-Eastern,  the  Lake  Erie, 
Alliance  and  Wheeling,  and  the  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  lines. 

CAPITAL   STOCK. 

Of  the  aggregated  paid-in  capital  stock  of  these  several  corporations, 
$273,310,568.02  was  returned  by  fifty-three  of  the  fifty-seven  having  lines 
completed  wholly  or  in  part  (none  being  placed  upon  the  Cincinnati, 
Hamilton  and  Indianapolis,  the  Dayton  and  Western,  the  Eastern  Ohio, 
and  the  Toledo  and  Woodville  lines),  $228,402. 75  by  four  of  the  suburban 
(the  Bowling  Green  having  none),  and  $2,370,819.68  by  the  eleven  having 
lines  in  progress,  a  total  of  $275,909,790.45,  and  an  increase  for  the  year 
of  $4,967,602  50. 

Of  this  total,  57.58  per  cent.,  $158,868,283.22,  is  the  proportion  for  Ohio, 
an  increase  of  $3,942,588.49.  Of  the  companies  first  named,  the  Cincin- 
nati, Sandusky  and  Cleveland  and  the  Wabash  do  not  make  returns  of 
number  of  Ohio  stockholders  and  the  amounts  held  by  them,  while  that 
of  the  Toledo  and  State  Line  is  all  held  outside  of  the  State.  The  re- 
maining fifty  give  $38,732,199.68  as  held  by  24,561  citizens  of  Ohio.  The 
stock  of  four  suburban  companies,  all  but  $700  was  owned  by  177  Ohio 
stockholders,  and  of  that  of  lines  in  progress,  all  except  $201,316.70,  less 
than  ten  per  cent.,  appears  to  be  owned  by  7,922,  making  a  total  of  103,- 
960  persons  in  Ohio,  owning  $41,131,406.41  of  the  paid-in  capital  stock 
of  these  corporations,  being  15.05  per  cent,  of  entire  stock,  and  25.89  per 
cent,  upon  the  proportion  for  Ohio. 

DEBT. 

The  aggregate  of  outstanding  mortgage  bonds  as  reported,  was  $282,- 
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,v,,495, 121.32.  This  includes  $98,091.23  of  the  suburban  lines,  and  $113,900 
of  jcompanies  having  lines  in  progress,  making  an  increase  for  the  year 
of  $8,287,075.82.  The  proportion  for  Ohio  of  this  total  is  $152,620,432.72, 
an  increase  of  $5,168,030.40. 

Of  the  $25,533,517.06  of  other  net  debt — a  decrease  in  amount  of  $3,748,- 
656.27;  $18,226,469.06  is  apportioned  to  Ohio,  a  reduction  of  only  $715,- 
378.76  within  the  year.  This  gives  as  total  debt,  funded  and  other, 
$317,928,638.98,  1.46  per  cent.,  or  $1,438,419.55  more  than  for  year  previ- 
ous ;  Ohio's  proportion  being  $170,844,901,78  of  total  debt,  and  $4,450,651.72, 
or  2.60  per  cent,  of  the  increase. 

The  aggregates  of  paid-in  capital  stock,  bonds,  and  other  debt,  shows 
total  liabilities  amounting  to  $583,938,429.43,  of  which  47.25  per  cent,  is 
paid  in  capital  stock,  48.39  funded  debt,  and  other  indebtedness,  4.36  per 
cent.  The  percentage  upon  $329,715,185,  the  total  belonging  to  Ohio,  is 
respectively  48.18,  46.22,  and  5.60  per  cent. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The  rolling  stock  as  reported,  upon  the  several  lines,  varies  but  little 
from  that  of  the  two  preceding  years.  The  totals  given  are,  of  locomo- 
tives, 2,407;  express  and  baggage  cars,  462;  passenger  cars,  1,070;  parlor 
and  sleeping  cars  (these  evidently  not  all  reported),  44;  freight  cars, 
48,485;  and  of  construction  and  other  cars,  1,824.  Compared  with  1876 
returns,  this  gives  an  increase  of  10  locomotives,  6  passenger,  and  561 
construction  and  other  cars,  but  a  decrease  in  number  of  express  and 
baggage  cars  of  39,  of  parlor  coaches  and  sleepers  88,  and  of  277  freight 
cars.  In  addition  to  passenger  train  engines  in  use  upon  the  several 
trans-Ohio  divisions  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio — the  number  not  given, 
478  engines  are  reported  as  furnished  with  train  brakes.  The  number 
of  cars  for  passengers,  exclusive  of  sleepers,  parlor  cars,  etc.,  owned  by 
equipment  companies,  thus  equipped  was  1,272 — 772  being  further  pro- 
vided with  the  Miller  platform  and  coupler,  and  50  with  "continuous 
platforms  and  Janney  coupler." 

STRUCTURES,    ETC. 

Bridges. — Excluding  suburban  passenger  roads,  there  were  upon  the 
completed  lines  within  the  State  779  wood,  130  iron,  8  combination  (wood 
and  iron),  and  104  stone  arch  bridges,  a  total  of  1,041,  having  an  aggre- 
gate length  of  22  miles. 

Trestles. — These  number  1,370,  and  their  length,  30  70  miles,  added  to 
4.14,  that  of  29  tunnels,  gives  a  total  of  56.84  miles  as  length  of  the  rail- 
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way  bridges,  trestles,  and  tunnels  in  Ohio,  a  fraction  more  than  1.21  per  . 
cent,  of  the  single  main  track.  _ 

Fencing. — Incomplete  returns  show  5,697^  miles  of  single  fence  buirt, 
with  l,082i  miles  additional  required  to  inclose  the  completed  line  within 
the  State;  242  miles  through  towns,  over  bridges,  etc.,  not  requiring  a 
fence. 

Crossings. — There  are  188  railroad,  and  4,958  highway  crossings  at  grade 
upon  the  operated  lines  within  the  State. 

Steel  Rail.— Of  the  10,529.40  miles  of  total  track,  2,553.82,  nearly  25  per 
cent.,  was  laid  with  steel  rail,  1,236.31  miles  being  in  Ohio. 

Stations. — The  number  of  passenger  and  freight  stations  was  1,881  for 
entire  lines,  1,071  in  Ohio.     Of  the  1,168  having  telegraphic  communi- 
cation, 651  are  in  Ohio,  the  railroad  companies  operating  1,082. 
■  Telegraph  Line. — Length  reported,  9,061.06  miles,  4,875.61  in  Ohio 

Employes. — The  number,  estimating  those  employed  upon  the  Marietta, 
Pittsburg  and  Cleveland  and  the  Wabash  to  be  the  same  as  reported  for 
previous  year,  was  49,600,  and  the  proportion  for  Ohio  26,502,  a  reduc- 
tion in  total  compared  with  1876  of  1,779,  but  an  increase  for  Ohio  of  69. 

MAINTENANCE   OF   WAY    AND    STRUCTURES. 

Within  the  year  closing  June  30,  1  stone  arch,  11  iron,  and  67  wood 
bridges  were  either  rebuilt  or  are  new  structures ;  5,078  feet  of  trestle- work 
is  reported  filled  and  converted  into  embankment,  and  433  miles  of  single 
fence  was  built  upon  lines  within  the  State. 

Including  line  completed  since  previous  report,  there  were  572.03  miles 
of  track  laid  with  steel  rail,  288.33  with  nev/  iron,  and  245.97  miles  with 
re-rolled  iron  rail,  a  total  reported  of  1,108.33  miles.  Of  this,  360.66  steel, 
261.53  new  iron,  and  147.03  re-rolled,  or  769.22  miles  of  track  was  in  Ohio. 

TRAIN    AND   CAR   MILEA(fE. 

The  total  of  train  mileage,  54,675,914,  is  3,675,825  less  than  for  year 
ending  June  30,  1876,  but  assuming  no  loss  upon  the  Central  Ohio  divi- 
sion of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  not  returning  the  item  of  train  mileage 
for  past  year,  or  upon  the  Marietta,  Pittsburg  and  Cleveland,  making  no 
report,  the  addition  of  suburban  lines  now  omitted  would  more  than 
make  up  the  seeming  deficiency.  As  reported  and  distributed,  the  per- 
centage is,  of  passenger  trains,  29.09,  freight,  66.24,  mixed,  0.82,  switch- 
ing, 2  06,  work  trains,  1.05,  and  construction  and  other  trains,  0.74  per 
cent. 

Notwithstanding  lack  of  report  by  the  Marietta,  Pittsburg  and  Cleve- 
land, there  was  an  increase  in  the  car  mileage  reported  of  49,692,182,  or 
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7  per  cent.,  the  total  being  760,417,687.  Of  passenger,  and  express  and 
baggage  cars,  the  increase  was  107,837,  or  only  0.15  per  cent.;  of  loaded 
freight,  45,825,304,  or  9.74  per  cent.,  with  a  decrease  of  empty  freight  of 
1,760,198,  or  1.29  per  cent.  The  increase  of  caboose  car  mileage,  1,242,343^ 
is  5.62  per  cent.,  while  of  construction  and  other  it  was  4,276,896,  or  38.65 
per  cent. 

EARNINGS. 

Within  the  year,  277.21  miles  were  added  to  the  length  of  operated 
line  included  in  our  railway  system,  but  owing  to  failure,  as  heretofore 
noted,  to  make  required  reports,  the  actual  increase  upon  which  earn- 
ings were  reported  is  but  196.81,  making  the  total  8,064.86  miles  of  sin- 
gle main  track  and  branches.  The  average  per  mile  of  gross  earnings 
upon  this  length  was  $7,203.53,  or  $836.78  less  than  for  year  previous. 
This  gives  a  total  of  $58,095,489.87,  derived  as  follows :  From  passenger 
transportation,  26.84  per  cent.,  $15,592,149.32;  freight,  66.58  per  cent., 
$38,678,764.65;  mail  service,  2.70  per  cent.,  $1,572,158.25;  from  express 
service,  2.13  per  cent.,  $1,238,755.41,  and  from  other  sources,  1.75  per 
cent.,  $1,013,662.24,  the  relative  proportions  varying  but  a  trifle  from 
the  two  years  preceding. 

Compared  with  1876,  the  decrease  was  $5,165,650.76,  or  8.17  per  cent.^ 
the  loss  being  :  In  passenger  earnings,  $894,718.45 — 5.43  per  cent. ;  in 
freight  earnings,  $3,765,327.82  —  8.87  per  cent.;  in  express  service, 
$69,347.06—5.30  per  cent.,  and  from  other  sources  $535,061.75 — 34.55  per 
cent.  From  these  amounts  $98,804.32,  the  increase  in  earnings  from  mail 
service,  is  to  be  deducted. 

Additions,  aggregating  138.85  miles,  were  made  to  the  operated  line 
within  the  State  since  the  previous  year's  report,  making  a  total  of 
4,569.45  miles  operated  in  Ohio,  upon  which  the  average  earnings  per 
mile  were  $6,788.09,  a  decrease  of  $912.68  from  that  of  year  preceding, 
and  $415.44  less  than  the  average  for  the  entire  lines.  The  proportion 
for  Ohio  of  gross  earnings  was  $31,017,636.57,  a  falling  off,  compared  with 
1876,  of  $3,101,412.59,  or  9.09  per  cent. 

0PER.4.TING    EXPENSES. 

In  comparing  the  year  past  with  that  preceding,  there  appears  a 
decrease  of  .$395.54 — 6.86  per  cent. — m  the  average  cost  per  mile  of  oper- 
ating lines,  it  being  $5,372.54,  and  giving  a  total  of  $43,327,147.26.  The 
percentage  of  this  cost  was  distributed  as  follows  :  For  maintenance  of 
way  and  structures,  24.64;  maintenance  of  cars,  11.20;  motive  power, 
14.73;  conducting  transportation,  40.88;  taxes,  4.86,  and  for  other  gen- 
eral operating  expenses,  3.69  per  cent.     The  year  previous  these  items. 
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were  severally,  and  in  order  named,  24.84,  11.73,  14.05,  41.46,  4.47,  and 
3.45  per  cent.  The  average  cost  of  operating  was  74.58  per  cent,  for 
entire  lines,  and  73.97  confined  to  Ohio — an  increase  from  71.74  and 
71.53  per  cent,  cost  for  the  year  preceding,  or  2.84  and  2.43  per  cent, 
respectively. 

There  was  a  loss  reported  in  operating  six  roads,  the  cost  being  as 
follows :  On  the  Chicago  and  Canada  Southern,  129  per  cent,  of  earn- 
ings; the  Toledo,  Canada  Southern  and  Detroit,  122;  the  Toledo  and 
Woodviile,  147.47;  the  Ohio  and  Toledo,  109.62,  and  on  the  Painesville 
and  Youngstown,  138.69  per  cent.  The  two  latter  are  o6-inch  gauge, 
the  Ohio  and  Toledo  not  being  completed,  and  with  only  23  miles  oper- 
ated.    This  loss  or  deficit  amounted  to  $113,881.05. 

Deducting  the  total  given  of  operating  expenses  from  that  of  gross 
earnings,  there  remains,  as  the  total  of 

NET    EARNINGS, 

The  sum  of  $14,768,342.61,  an  average  of  $1,831.19  per  mile — a  decrease 
of  $441.22  per  mile,  and  $3,111,095.70  in  total  amount — a  falling  off  of 
17.40  per  cent,  for  the  year.  The  proportion  of  net  earnings  for  Ohio — 
$8,073,320.37— is  a  decrease  of  $1,641^63.48,  and  averages  $1,766.85  per 
mile,  against  $2,192.59  the  year  previous.

This  gives  an  average  of  2  95  per  cent.  ui)on  the  reported  cost  of  road, 

equipment,  etc.,  applicable  to  payment  of  interc-t  on  bonds,  dividends,  etc. 

By  reference  to  the  operating  reports,  it  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a 
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seeming  effort  made  in  some  cases  to  show  a  loss  in  operating,  where  the 
traffic  and  earnings  of  the  line  do  not  appear  to  indicate  or  justify  such 
a  result.  As  an  instance :  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Company,  on  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  and  Chicago  road,  in  addition  to  expenditures  for 
their  maintenance,  charges  up,  for  use  of  cars  and  engines,  $336,813.22, 
or  $1,242.85  per  mile  for  the  271  miles  operated,  and  thus  shows  a  loss  of 
6163,607.08.  It  is  not  probable  that  this  would  be  considered  a  proper 
charge  by  the  company,  if  these  cars  and  engines  had  been  furnished  by 
outside  parties. 

PASSENGERS. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  within  the  year,  as  returned,  was 
16,995,589.  Of  these,  79.49  per  cent,  are  classed  as  local,  and  7.72  per 
cent,  as  through  passengers,  12.79  per  cent,  not  being  classified.  The 
total  mileage  given,  or  number  carried  one  mile — 697,097,680 — does  not 
include  that  of  52,595  passengers  carried  on-the  Cincinnati  and  Eastern, 
and  Dayton  and  South- Eastern  narrow-gauge  lines,  which  fail  to  return 
this  item.  This  gives  an  average  passenger  journey  of  41.02  miles,  for 
which  the  average  rate  received  was  2.234  cents  per  mile;  an  increase  of 
5.09  miles  in  length,  14  per  cent,  and  a  decrease  in  rate  per  mile  of  0.29 
cents,  or  12  per  cent.  Deducting  number  reported  carried  upon  the 
suburban  lines,  which  were  included  the  previous  year,  the  decrease  in 
total  number  of  passengers  carried  for  the  year  was  878,111,  or  4.83  per 
cent. — 5.43  per  cent,  being,  as  before  noted,  the  decrease  in  earnings 
from  this  source.  The  variations  noted  in  comparing  results  with  the 
returns  for  1876  are  affected,  however,  to  some  extent,  from  omitting  in 
these  calculations  the  302,263  passengers  carried  the  past  year  over  the 
suburban  lines  at  an  average  of  10  cents  each. 

FREIGHT. 

There  was  an  increase  of  989,205  tons — 3.26  per  cent. — in  freight  car- 
ried, yielding  a  revenue  for  the  year,  making  a  total  of  30,338,004  tons. 
Of  this,  55.23  per  cent,  is  returned  as  local,  and  29.99  as  through  freight, 
leaving  14.78  per  cent,  not  specified.  Compared  with  the  relative  pro- 
portions given  for  1876 — 49.91,  24.11,  and  25.98  per  cent.,  respectively — 
the  present  returns  show  more  exactness  in  a  separation  of  local  freight 
from  the  through.  The  total  movement  of  this  freight,  or  number  of 
tons  carried  one  mile,  was  4,146,926,306,  at  an  average  of  0.933  cents;  an 
increase  in  totr.l  of  647,528,657 — 17  per  cent. — but  a  decrease  in  average 
amount  received  per  ton  per  mile  of  0.184  cents,  or  16.47  per  cent.  The 
average  haul  was  136.68  miles,  and  the  total  revenue  from  this  source 
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was  $38,678,764.65,  or  66.58  per  cent,  of  the  gross  income.     Tabulations 
of  tonnage  classified  show  that  there  were  carried  upon

LOSS   AND   DAMAGES. 

The  amount  paid  for  losses  and  damage  of  goods  and  baggage,  $128,- 
465.66,  is  a  decrease  of  27.71  per  cent,  from  that  of  the  year  previous. 
For  injuries  to  persons,  and  confined  to  such  as  occurred  within  the  State, 
there  was  $337,804.79  reported  as  paid  to  passengers ;  $85,971.96  to  em- 
ployes, and  to  others  $6,956.24;  making  a  total  of  $430,732.99.  This 
great  increase  over  the  preceding  year,  was  owing  to  the  frightful  loss  of 
life  and  limb,  caused  by  the  Ashtabula  bridge  disaster,  occurring  upon 
the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway. 

The  number  of  farm  animals  killed  upon  the  railway  lines  within  the 
State — in  some  cases  number  and  description  not  given — as  returned, 
was,  of  horses,  181;  mules,  33;  cattle,  484 ;  sheep,  251;  and  277  hogs — 
total  number,  4,226 — for  which  was  paid  the  aggregate  sum  of  $24,092.32. 

This  is  a  total  of  $583,290.97  reported  as  expended  for  these  combined 
items. 

INTEREST   ON    BONDS,    ETC. 

Thirty-four  corporations,  including  the  Dayton  and  Western  heretofore 
included  in  the  Little  Miami,  report  payments  of  interest  upon  their 
bonded  debt,  amounting  to  $9,830,682.94,  an  increase  in  total,  over  year 
preceding,  of  $11,480.93. 

No  interest  was  paid  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  and  Chicago  Company, 
recently  bonded ;  the  Baltimore  Short  Line;  the  Cincinnati  and  Balti- 
more; or  upon  the  bonds  of  the  following  companies,  whose  lines  are  in 
the  hands  of  receivers,  etc.:  The  Atlantic  and  Great  Western;  the  Chi- 
cago and  Canada  Southern ;  the  Columbus,  Chicago  and  Indiana  Central 
(no  returns  are  made  of  the  disposition  of  the  net  earnings  of  this  line, 
which  are  paid  over  to  the  receivers  by  orders  of  court) ;  the  Mansfield, 
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Coldwater  and  Lake  Michigan;  the  Marietta,  Pittsburg  and  Cleveland; 
the  Ohio  Central;  the  Painesville  and  Youngstown;  and  the  Toledo,  Can- 
ada Southern  and  Detroit. 

Fifteen  companies  report  $64.5,123.96  paid  as  interest  upon  their  other 
indebtedness. 

TAXES. 

Payments  within  the  year  are  reported,  amounting  to  $2,113,598  88,  for 
taxes  assessed  upon  these  corporations  in  the  several  States  in  which  the 
railway  property  owned  by  them  is  situated.  Of  this  amount,  $1,363,- 
268.99  is  specified  as  being  upon  such  property  in  Ohio,  and  $619,105.14 
in  other  States  -131,224  67,  entered  in  the  returns  made  by  the  Toledo, 
Wabash  and  Western,  and  its  successor,  the  Wabash  company,  not  being 
separated.  The  total  is  nearly  3.64  per  cent,  upon  the  gross  earnings  of 
entire  lines  for  the  year. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Out  of  the  total  number  of  corporations  reporting,  but  fifteen  paid  any 
dividend  the  past  year  upon  their  capital  stock.  Five  of  these — the 
Cincinnati,  Sandusky  and  Cleveland ;  the  Columbus  and  Hocking  Val- 
ley; the  Dayton  and  Michigan;  the  Iron;  and  the  Lake  Shore  and  Mich- 
igan Southern — operate  their  lines;  those  of  the  ten  others  being  operated 
under  lease,  and  dividends  made  from  proceeds  of  rentals.  Companies, 
rate  per  cent.,  and  amounts  paid,  are  as  follows :

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SUBURBAN    PASSENGER   LINES. 

As  heretofore  noted,  five  short  suburban  roids,  carrying  little  or  no 
freight — and  which,  in  previous  reports,  tabulations,  and  comparisons, 
have  been  included  with  the  other  railway  lines — are  now  classed  separ- 
ately. Table  XX,  of  Appendix  I,  shows  the  length,  stock,  debt,  cost, 
etc.,  of  each,  with  the  traffic  and  earnings  of  the  past  year.

In  Table  XXI,  is  given  the  length,  proposed  and  graded,  stock,  debt, 
construction  account,  etc.,  of  eleven  companies  with  lines  in  process  of 
construction,  but  which  had  no  portion  completed  at  close  of  report 
year. 

VALUATION   OF    RAILWAY    PROPERTY. 

In  Appendix  "C  "  will  be  found  a  table  taken  from  the  report  of  the 
Auditor  of  State  for  1877,  showing  the  valuations  affixed  by  the  local 
boards  for  1877,  upon  the  property  of  the  several  railway  and  equipment 
companies,  as  the  basis  for  taxation,  the  changes  made  therein,  and  val- 
uations as  fixed  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  for  such  purposes. 

CASUALTIES. 

The  number  of  reported  accidents  to  persons,  fatal  and  non-fatal,  con- 
fined to  those  happening  within  the  State,  upon  thirty-one  of  the  oper- 
ated lines,  was  703,  thus  classified  : 

Passengers — killed,  94;  injured,  107;  total,  201. 

Employes — killed,  66;  injured,  225;  total,  291. 

Others,  ou  track,  etc. — killed,  109;  injured,  102;  total,  211. 

Making  a  total  of  269  killed,  and  434  injured.  This  is  an  increase  over 
year  previous,  of  fatal  accidents  to  passengers,  84,  and  of  5  to  employes, 
but  a  decrease  of  7  to  others,  trespassing,  etc.  Of  non-fatal  accidents,  the 
increase  was,  to  passengers,  88,  and  to  emploj^es,  5;  the  number  of  others 
being  the  same.  Leaving  out  the  large  number  included  that  were 
caused  by  the  falling  of  the  Ashtabula  bridge,  December  29,  1876,  upon 
the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railwaj'-,  by  which  81  passengers 
and  8  employes  were  killed,  or  died  from  injuries  received,  and  59  pas- 
sengers and  4  employes,  in  addition,  were  injured,  there  was  a  decrease 
of  7  in  the  number  of  fatal  accidents  within  the  year,  with  an  increase 
of  30  that  were  not  fatal.

Of  the  13  fatal  accidents  to  passengers,  other  than  those  resulting  from 
the  Ashtabula  disaster,  7  were  from  causes  beyond  their  own  control,  and. 
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6  from  carelessness  or  unnecessary  exposure  to  danger;  while  of  those 
non-fatal,  19  were  caused  by  similar  want  of  proper  precaution  to  secure 
safety;  29  being  from  causes  beyond  their  own  control.  The  average  of 
passengers  killed  to  total  number  carried,  was  one  of  each  180,804, 
making  an  average  journey  of  41.02  miles,  or.  7,416,580  miles  traveled  to 
each  accident  to  passengers  resulting  fatally.  This  is  an  average  of  10 
fatal  accidents  to  passengers,  for  each  one  that  occurred  the  two  previous 
years.  Of  those  non-fatal,  the  average  was  one  out  of  each  158  837  pas- 
Bengers,  carried  6,515,494  miles.  Of  the  fatal  accidents  to  employes, 
including  those  at  Ashtabula,  20  were  from  causes  beyond  their  control; 
46  occurring  through  their  own  misconduct  or  carelessness;  while  the 
same  lack  of  caution  resulted  in  183  other  and  less  serious  injuries.  Of 
other  persons  killed,  20  were  getting  on  or  off  trains,  which  were  in 
motion,  at  stations,  etc.;  22  were  stealing  rides,  and  67  (seven  less  than 
for  year  preceding)  were  standing,  walking,  or  lying  upon  the  track. 

No  person  was  killed,  but  12  are  reported  injured  while  riding  or 
driving  upon  highways  at  points  intersecting  railroads,  where  the  tracks 
cross  each  other  at  grade,  there  being  4,953  such  crossings  upon  the  rail- 
way lines  operated  within  the  State.  In  1876,  2  were  reported  killed, 
and  4  injured;  and  the  previous  year,  6  were  killed  and  21  injured,  in 
attempts  to  drive  over  these  highway  crossings. 

The  number  of  persons  reported  killed  and  injured  by  accidents  upon 
the  railway  lines  within  the  State  for  the  past  five  consecutive  official 
years — 1873  and  1877,  inclusive — are  given  separately  in  the  two  follow- 
ing tables,  which  designate  cause,  if  passenger,  employe,  or  other,  and. 
whether  attributable  to  lack  of  proper  precaution  by  them,  or  to  causes 
beyond  their  own  control : 
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Similar  tables  for  the  five  previous  years,  1SG8  and  1872  inclusive,  are 
given  in  the  annual  report  from  this  office  for  1872,  pages  20  and  21. 

The  number  of  fatal  accidents,  compared  for  the  two  periods,  is  as 
follows : 

1st.  To  passengers,  33;  employes,  810;  to  others,  BfiS.  2d.  To  passen- 
gers, 134;  employes,  408;  to  others,  559,  being  an  increase,  excluding 
results  of  the  "  Ashtabula  accident,"  in  number,  both  of  passengers  and 
employes,  of  about  33  per  cent,  and  of  others  52  per  cent. 

A  summary  of  the  non-fatal  accidents,  gives -for  1868-72 — to  passengers, 
101 ;  employes,  840;  others,  222.  187;>-77 — to  passengers,  107  ;  employes, 
1065;  others,  429.  Deducting  those  from  the  exceptional  cause  of  "falling 
of  bridge,"  only  about  one-half  as  many  passengers  were  injured  as 
within  the  first  five-year  period,  but  there  was  an  increase  of  neaily  27 
per  cent,  in  the  number  of  employes ;  while  that  of  others,  trespassers, 
etc.,  was  almost  doubled. 

The  increase  in  length  of  operated  line  was  21.46  per  cent.,  and  47.16 
per  cent,  in  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  a  large  proportion  of  this 
latter  being  due  to  the  increased  local  travel ;  the  average  length  of  pas- 
senger journeys  having  steadily  decreased  from  45.53  miles  in  1872  to 
43.61,  41.55,  o8.20,  and  35.93  miles  respectively  the  four  succeeding  years; 
rising  again  to  41.02  miles  in  1876-7.  owing  to  the  large  number  visiting 
the  Centennial  Exposition  at  Philadelphia. 

The  totals  of  the  severa'  classes,  are  of  killed — passengers,  167; 
employes,  7lS  ;  others,  927.  Injured — passengers,  208;  employes,  1905; 
others,  651 ;  the  aggregates  being  1,812  killed,  and  2,764  injured,  or  3,576 
accidents  to  persons,  fatal  and  non-fatal,  in  the  ten  years,  July  1,  18o7,  to 
June  30,  1877,  inclusive,  upon  the  railway  lines  within  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Of  these,  905  fatal,  and  1,422  non-fatal  accidents,  a  total  of  2,327,  over 
65  per  cent,  occurred  through  recklessness,  or  neglect  in  the  exercise  of 
proper  caution  upon  the  part  of  those  thus  killed  and  injured. 

The  blank  forms  prepared  by  this  ofiice  for  the  annual  returns  for 
1872-3  (the  commencement  of  the  second  five-year  period),  and  for  sub- 
sequent years,  have  required,  as  had  not  been  the  case  previously,  a 
statement  of  the  amount  of  money  damages  resulting  from  claims  made 
upon  and  paid  by  the  several  railroad  corporations  on  account  of  this  loss 
of  life.and  limb. 

The  returns  made  show  an  aggregate  paid  the  first  four  years,  for  in- 
juries, fatal  and  non-fatal,  to -passengers  and  employes,  of  $410  029  73,  and 
for  the  fifth,  or  last  year,  §423,776.69,  a  total  of  $833,806  42.  There  was 
also  $20,109.41  reported  as  paid  within  the  five  j^ears,  for  such  injuries  to 
others. 
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TRAIN   ACCIDENTS. 

The  returns  of  coliisions  and  accidents  to  trains,  resulting  in  derail- 
ment or  other  dimas'e — except  those  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern — are  for  entire  lines,  the  intent  being  not  to  confine  them,  as 
in  cases  of  accidents  to  persons,  to  such  as  happened  within  the  State. 

The  operating  reports  are  made  for  forty-five  lines.  Nineteen  return 
train  accidents,  four  of  them  having  only  one  each.  Eight  report  defin- 
itely "none,"  and  the  remaining  eighteen  leaving  question  blanks 
unfilled,  it  is  assumed  that  none  happened  upon  them,  with  the  excep- 
tion, perhaps,  of  the  Toledo,  Wabaslt  and  Western. 

One  of  the  most  disastrous  accidents  of  this  nature,  within  the  history 
of  travel  by  steam  and  rail,  occurred  upon  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  Railwa}^,  within  the  year  covered  by  the  present  returns,  and 
just  as  the  preceding  [tenth]  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  to  the 
Governor  was  completed.  When  the  brief  statement  of  the  disaster, 
inserted  by  way  ot  note  (see  page  15,)  was  written,  the  number  of  per- 
sons upon  the  ill-fated  train  was  not  dafinitely  known,  and  were  there 
underestimated.  The  statement  made  by  the  company  of  the  cause  and 
extent  of  the  accident,  i-;  as  follows: 

"On  the  29th  of  December,  at  7:28  P.M.,  while  the  Pacific  Express  (west- 
ward) was  crossing  the  iron  bridge  spanning  Ashtabula  Creek,  just  east 
of  the  city  of  Ashtabula,  in  a  severe  storm  of  wind  and  snow,  the  bridge 
gave  way,  and  the  entire  train,  consisting  of  two  locomotives,  four  ex- 
pre-'S  and  baggage  cars,  and  six  passenger  and  sleeping  cars  was,  with  the 
exception  of  the  forward  locomotive,  precipitated  into  the  chasm,  a  dis- 
tance of  seventy  feet. 

"The  train  took  fire  immediately,  and  was  entirely  consumed.  There 
were  one  hundred  and  sixty  persons  upon  the  train,  including  nine  chil- 
dren. Eighty-three  were  killed  directly,  and  six  have  died  .since,  making 
eighty-nine  dead;  sixty-three  were  injured,  and  eight  were  uninjured.

"The  cause  of  this  accident  is  wrapped  in  mystery,  although  many 
theories  have  been  put  forward.  The  bridge,  a  Howe  truss  in  iron ;  a 
single  span  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  resting  upon  stone  abutments; 
was  erected  in  1863,  and  had  safely  borne  an  enormous  traffic  for  a  period 
of  thirteen  years.  Only  an  hour  before  it  fell,  a  heavy  freight  train,  with 
two  locomotives,  had  safely  crossed.  The  slightest  suspicion  that  this 
bridge  was  not  as  safe  as  any  in  the  country  was  never,  for  a  moment,  enter- 
tained by  any  ofiicer  of  this  company.     Damageg  (estimated)  $500,000." 

Upon  receipt  of  a  dispatch  announcing  the  accident,  the  Commissioner 
immediately  telegraphed  to  Captain  W.  S.  Williams,  of  Canton,  Ohio, 
who  had  recently  assumed  the  duties  of  inspector  of  railway  bridges  and 
structures  in  Ohio,  directing  him  to  proceed  to  the  scene  of  the  disaster- 
and  fully  investigate  the  causes  which  led  to  the  falling  of  the  bridge 
and  destruction  of  the  train. 

Captain  Williams'  report  was  as  follows : 

Hon.  L.  G.  Dkla.no,  Commissioner  of  Bailroads  : 

Sir:  The  following  facts  and  conclusiom  are  presented  as  the  results  of  my  investi- 
gations into  causes  of  the  bridge  disaster  at  Ashtabula,  undertaken  in  pursuance  with 
your  instructions  by  telegram  of  December  30,  and  after  carefully  noting  the  position  of 
the  wreck,  and  making  measurements  iu  detail  as  it  was  removed  from  the  water : 

The  e:spre3S  train  going  west  on  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway,  on 
tlie  night  of  the  29th  of  December,  between  eight  and  nine  o'clock,  broke  through  the 
Ashtabula  bridge,  situated  a  few  hundred  feet  east  of  the  station.  Tlie  train  consisted 
of  two  locomotives,  three  express  and  one  baggage  car,  three  passenger  coaches,  and 
three  sleepers,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  forward  engine,  went  down  into  the 
chasm,  a  distancj  of  about  sixty-five  feet.  Everything  that  was  combustible  ai:d  above 
■water,  was  consumod  by  fire  in  a  few  minutes. 

It  was  a  deck  bridge,  of  the  Howe  truss  pattern,  constructed  with  two  tracks  and 
two  trusses  of  wrought  iron,  with  cast  iron  angle  blocks.    Its  extreme  length  was  154

feet,  divided  iuto  fourteen  panels.  The  outer  rail  of  each  track  was  over  the  centre  of 
each  truss.  The  trusses  wore  19|  feet  in  height  from  center  to  center  of  chords.  The 
distance  between  trasses,  from  center  to  center,  was  17  feet  2  inches.  The  top  angle 
blocks  were  cast  with  lugs  projecting  from  above,  with  planed  faces.  The  number  of 
lugs  on  the  blocks  were  alternately  two  and  three.  The  top  chord  consisted  of  five  lines 
of  6-inch  I  beams,  so  placed  together  as  to  form  a  chord  of  6x133  inches.  These  I  beams 
rested  on  the  top  of  the  angle  blocks,  one  set  of  them  having  their  cuds  abutting  agaiust 
one  of  these  lugs.  The  next  I  beam  passed  entirely  over  the  angle  block  between  the 
lugs  to  the  next  angle  block,  thus  breaking  joints  on  each  block.  The  ends  of  some  of 
the  I  beams  hhowed  the  imprint  of  a  shim  plate.  Three  feet  from  each  panel  point, 
there  was  a  f -inch  bolt,  with  a  cast  iron  thimble  washer,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting 
and  spacing  the  I  beams  of  the  top  chord.  The  lower  chord  consisted  of  five  lines  of 
rolled  Ox  1;^- inch  bars,  laid  flat,  side  by  side.  The  ends  of  these  bars  were  lap- welded, 
forming  a  projection  on  one  side.  A  clamp,  similarly  constructed,  was  then  placed  over 
these  projections,  holding  them  firmly  together.  On  this  lower  chord,  at  panel  points, 
a  lug  was  welded  to  the  bars  that  fitted  a  groove  cast  in  the  lower  part  of  the  angle 
block,  which  prevented  the  block  from  slipping,  and  held  it  firmly  in  its  place.  The 
vertical  truss  rods  were  in  sets  of  eight,  passing  through  each  angle  block  and  fastened 
with  a  washer  plate  and  nuts  ui,  der  the  lower  chord.  The  braces  were  G-iuch  I  beams,  the 
only  fastening  being  a  yoke,  with  cast  iron  packing,  which  passed  around  the  entire  set 
at  the  intersections  of  the  main  with  the  counters.  These  braces  were  21^  feet  long. 
The  floor  beams — also  6-inch  I  beams — were  sca'tered  over  the  top  chord  without  regard 
to  panel  points,  three  being  placed, in  each  panel  and  fastened  to  the  chord  by  a  stirrup. 
On  the  lower  flange  of  the  beams,  a  piece  of  bar  iron  was  riveted,  to  prevent  their  slip- 
ping. 

'ihe  lower  lateral  diagonal  system  was  of  flat  bars,  2^x^-iuch,  with  lugs  welded 
on  the  ends,  which  were  fitted  iuto  a  recess  formed  in  the  angle  block.  The  upi^er  lat- 
eral diagonal  ties  were  about  the  same  as  the  lower.  In  the  upper  system,  the  floor 
beams  served  as  struts;  in  the  lower,  ordinary  T  railroad  iron  was  used^  fastened  to  a 
pnjection  of  the  washer  plate,  with  stirrups  at  each  alternate  panel  joint. 

The  ieugth  of  panel  in  the  lateral  system  was  22  feet,  each  alternate  i)anel  point  being 
left  wituout  any  bracing,  struts  being  inserted  at  points  where  the  diagonal  rods  crossed 
each  other,  there  being  none  where  the  diagonals  were  fdSt;ened,  except  in  one  paiiel  at 
the  abutment. 

The  vertical  diagonal  (or  sway)  bracing  consisted  of  l^-inch  round  iron,  with  turn- 
buckles  near  the  middle  of  the  rod,  the  ends  being  flattened  and  made  in  the  form  of  a 
book,  which  fitted  into  a  recess  in  the  outer  end  of  the  angle  blocks,  and  were  held  in 
place  by  a  f-inch  screw  tapped  through  the  bar  into  the  angle  block. 

The  iron  iu  the  bridge  seems  to  have  been  of  the  best  quality,  and  apparently  not  de- 
teriorated by  use.  It  shows  very  little  crystalline,  or  no  granular  structure.  The  I 
beams  are  laminated,  showing  that  when  the  iron  was  placed  in  the  pile  to  be  rolled, 
there  was  a  layer  of  "  cold  short"  iron,  to  give  stiffness  and  resist  compression,  and  a 
layer  of  "red  short,"  to  impart  a  fibrous  ductile  quality,  aud  so  on  throughout  the  entire 
beain.  Very  few  frost  breaks  were  perceptible  in  the  entire  wreck,  aud  in  fact  but  fjw 
fractures  of  any  kind  were  seen.  All  of  the  forging  was  well  done,  aud  showed  excel- 
lent woikmanship.  The  general  plan  of  the  bridge  does  not  show  an  economical  distri- 
bution of  the  iron.  At  the  time  of  its  construction,  there  was  but  little  known  about 
pin  couplings,  but  since  then  great  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  construction 
and  in  the  general  plans  and  details  of  iron  bridges. 

The  lower  chords  aud  the  vertical  rods  show  a  large  excess  of  material.    The  upper 
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chords  show  somewhat  of  a  deficiency,  while  the  weakest  points  seem  to  have  been  in 
the  braces  in  the  third  and  fourth  panels  from  the  abutments,  the  fourth  set  of  braces 
showing  a  factor  of  safety  of  but  two  and  one-half.  The  lateral  bracinp;  was  very  de- 
ficient; the  vibratory  and  bottom  laterals  were  attached  to  the  trusses  at  points  where 
there  were  no  struts,  the  struts  being  at  points  where  the  lateral  rods  crossed  each  other, 
with  the  exception  of  one  at  the  west  abutment  that  was  in  its  proper  position. 

From  the  appearance  of  the  wreck,  the  whole  bridge  must  have  been  thrown  to  the  north- 
east, with  about  one  panel  length  of  the  lower  chord  doubled  up  against  the  east  abutment. 
The  third  and  fourth  sets  of  braces  in  the  south  truss,  near  the  west  abutment,  were 
bent  laterally  and  thrown  about  promiscuously.  The  second  set  from  the  west  abut- 
ment was  buckled  as  a  set  complete,  with  the  yoke  in  place,  entire  and  unbroken.  The 
first  set  at  the  west  abutment  had  fallen  under  the  lower  chord  of  the  north  truss,  but, 
except  by  being  bent  where  this  chord  had  tallen  upon  it,  the  braces  were  uninjured. 
As  to  the  vertical  truss  rods  in  the  south  truss,  near  the  west  abutment,  the  first,  second, 
and  third  cast-iron  top  blocks  had  fallen  down  on  the  rods,  and  were  resting  against 
the  lower  cast-iron  brace-blocks.  The  rods  above  these  brace-blocks  were  twisted  and 
bent,  two  sets  having  fallen  under  the  lower  chord  of  the  north  truss. 

From  the  length  of  time  the  bridge  has  been  in  use,  and  by  referring  to  the  strain- 
sheet  hereto  attached,  it  is  ai^parent  theie  must  have  been  some  unusual  and  extraordi- 
nary cause,  or  causes,  for  its  giving  way  at  the  time  it  did. 

From  the  manner  the  bridge  was  braced  laterally,  in  case  a  vibration  was  produced, 
it  would  not  be  taken  up  by  the  struts  and  rods  and  neutralized,  but  would  be  carried 
along  the  entire  trass,  increasing  in  force  until  the  abutment  was  reached.  The  ravine 
spanned  by  the  bridge  is  about  one-half  mile  in  width  at  the  lake,  narrowing,  for  nearly 
two  miles,  until  it  reaches  the  point  crossed,  to  about  the  length  of  the  bridge  ;  hence, 
is  funnel-shaped,  not  unlike  a  horizontal  section  of  an  inverted  hollow  cone,  with  its 
base  toward  the  lake. 

General  Meyer,  Chief  Signal  Officer  of  the  United  States  Army,  says  that  between 
eight  and  nine  o'clock  P.M.  the  velocity  of  the  wind  between  Erie,  Pa ,  and  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  was  from  twenty-four  to  fifty-four  miles  per  hour;  and  it  is  probable  that  at  the 
bridge  the  concentrated  force  of  the  wind  caused  an  upward  pressure  against  the  closely 
laid  floor  of  the  bridge,  and  a  direct  pressure  against  the  train,  thus  acting  as  a  lever 
tending  to  crush  the  south  truss.  The  train  came  up  on  the  south  track,  over  the  south 
truss,  laboring  through  the  deep  show,  and  it  is  immaterial  whether  the  forward  engine 
suddenly  put  on  all  its  steam,  and  the  second  one  the  air-brakes ;  whether  the  wind  was 
twenty-four  or  fifty-four  miles  per  hour;  or  whether  these  forces  combined,  if  from  any 
cause,  a  sufficient  amount  of  oscillation  was  produced,  the  lateral  wave  would  increase 
in  violence  toward  the  west  abutment,  and  the  strains  would  naturally  accumulate  in 
the  braces  toward  the  west  abutment  of  the  south  truss.  Then,  as  each  brace  acts  sep- 
arate, and,  to  a  certain  extent,  independent  of  all  others,  at  these  points  where  the  re- 
sultant force  had  so  accumulated,  the  braces  would  bend  laterally,  one  by  one,  and  yet 
the  whole  set  almost  simultaneously  ;  allowing  the  top  brace-blocks  to  fall  down  against 
the  lower  brace-blocks  upon  the  vertical  rods,  and  the  train  would  be  thrown  to  the  bouth, 
and  the  bridge  go  down.  Had  this  been  a  single  track  bridge,  the  lower  chords  would 
have  received  equal  strains  in  tension,  and  there  would  have  been  very  little  oscillation, 
and  bnt  little  lateral  bracing  required  between  the  lower  chords;  or,  had  there  been 
two  trains,  one  on  the  north  track  and  one  on  the  south,  both  of  the  lower  chords 
would  have  been  in  tension,  and  the  rectangular  position  of  the  trusses  to  each  other 
would  have, been  maintained;  very  little  vibration  would  have  taken  place,  and,  in  all 
probability,  the  bridj^o  would  have  been  etanding  to-day.     If  the  braces  of  the  biidge 
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ha<l  been  latticed,  they  would  have  gi^en  different  results.  As  it  was,  they  acted  sep- 
arutely  and  indfpendently  of  each  other,  and  even  if  the  Tiuinher  had  been  incroi.sed  at 
the  points  shown  to  be  we.ik,  it  would  not  liave  made  the  biidg '  secure.  Altliough  the 
top  chord  shows  no  lateral  bending  of  the  I  beams  between  panel  iioiuts,  they  also 
should  have  been  latticed.

On  the  12th  of  January,  1877,  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  adopted  the 
following  joint  resolution : 

" Ixesohed  hi;  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That  a  joint  committee  be  ap- 
pointed, coDsistiug  of  five  on  the  part  of  the  House  and  three  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
to  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  recent  accident  by  the  giving  away  of  a  bridge 
on  the  Lake  Shore  road,  at  or  near  Ashtabula,  on  the  evening  of  Friday,  December  29, 
1876,  and  which  was  so  disastrous  to  human  life  and  property,  and  to  inquire  whether 
any  additional  legislation  is  necessary,  to  render  travel  by  rail  more  secure  ;  and  in  order 
that  the  investigation  may  be  made  thorough  and  complete,  it  be  emposvered  to  employ 
a,  short-hand  reporter." 

At  the  request  of  this  joint  committee,  the  fjregoing  report  made  by 
Capt.  Williams  was  furnished  for,  and  portions  of  it  includdd  in,  the 
committee's  report  to  the  Legislature. 

April  9,  1877,  as  a  mixed  train  was  crossing  the  bridge  at  Malvern,  Ohio, 
upon  the  line  of  the  Tuscarawas  branch  of  the  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh 
Railroad,  the  bridge  gave  way  under  it.  The  fireman  was  killed,  and  the 
engineer  had  his  thigh  fractured,  but  no  other  person  was  injured.  The 
lessee  reports  that  "a  thorough  examination  after  the  accidt^nt  failed  to 
give  a  satisfactory  explanation  of  the  breaking  of  the  bridge,  as  the  tim- 
bers were  perfectly  sound  and  the  bridge  comparatively  new.  The  ten- 
der of  the  engine  and  two  stock  cars  were  broken  up."

CONDITION    OF    ROADWAY,    ETC. 

Within  the  3"ear  just  passed  there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  condition  of  several  of  the  railway  lines  within  the  State  in  the  lay- 
ing of  steel  rail,  the  use  of  angle-bar  joint  fastenings,  good  ballast,  and 
renewals  of  structure,  etc.  Notwithstanding  the  exceptions,  and  the 
fact  that  some  roads  have  deteriorated  in  some  or  all  of  these  respects 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  on  the  whole  there  is  an  improvement 
in  the  general  average  condition  of  the  roads  within  the  State.  The  re- 
port made  by  Captain  W.  S.  Williams,  inspector  of  railways,  structures, 
etc.,  may  be  found  in  the  appendix  hereto. 

UNIFORMITY    IN    RAILWAY   ACCOUNTS. 

Recognizing  the  great  importance  of  this  subject,  and  in  view  of  the 
action  taken  thereon  in  New  York,  Massachusetts,  and  other  eastern 
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States,  the  Ohio  Legislature  at  its  last  session  adopted  the  following  joint 
resolution : 

Eeaolvcd  hij  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  the  Railroad  Commissioner 
be  and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  other  States,  as  far  as 
practicable,  with  a  view  to  the  adoption  of  an  improved  system  of  accounts  for  railroad 
corporations,  and  that  he  report  hia  action  herein  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

In  compliance  therewith,  copies  of  the  circular  letter  following  were 
addressed,  by  the  Commissioner,  respectively,  to  the  Secretary  of  Internal 
Affairs,  Harrisburg,  Fa.;  to  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads,  Lansing, 
Mich.;  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Indiana,  Indianapolis;  to  the  Rail- 
road and  Warehouse  Commission,  Springfield,  111. ;  to  tlie  Railroad  Com- 
missioner of  Wisconsin,  Madison  ;  to  the  Railroad  Commissioner  of  IMinne- 
sota,  St.  Paul;  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Missouri,  St.  Louis, 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Iowa,  Des  Moines  : 

Sir:  The  Ohio  Legislature,  at  its  la^t  session,  adopted  a  joint  resolution  by  -which  the 
Railroad  Commissioner  was  "instructed  to  confer  with  the  auihorities  of  other  States 
as  far  as  practicable,  with  a  view  to  the  adoption  of  an  improved  system  of  accounts  for 
railroad  corporations  " 

The  importance  of  this  subject  is  fully  recognized  by  all  conversant  with  it,  and  the 
necessity  for  such  authoritative  and  etificieut  action  as  shall  secure  defined  results  upon 
a  uniform  basis  apparent  to  those  whose  duty  it  is  in  the  several  States  to  compare  and 
utilize  the  annual  returns  required  by  law  of  the  railroad  corporations.  These  facts 
have  been  so  clearly  demonstrated  in  the  railroad  journals  of  the  country,  and  in  the 
annual  reports  made  by  the  railroad  commissioners  of  the  several  States,  especially 
those  of  the  Matisachusetts  Board,  that  no  occasion  exists  to  do  more  here  than  advert  to 
them. 

In  furtherance  of  this  object,  your  cooperation  is  invited;  and  believing  the  mode 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  New  England  States,  and  of  New  York,  to  be  the 
most  practical  (see  1876  report  Massachusetts  Commission,  and  of  Ohio  for  187G,  p.  18), 
•would  recommend  that  a  copy,  duly  signed,  of  the  presentation  inclosed  herewith  be 
addressed  to  each  of  the  several  Legislatures  named.

To  the  Legislatures  of  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota, 
Iowa,  and  Missouri: 

The  undersigned.  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  and  other  State  officials  of  the  North-western  States,  whose  duty  it 
is  to  collect  and  publish  the  annual  returns  required  to  be  made  by  the  railroad  cor- 
porations of  those  States,  respectfully  submit  for  consideration  by  your  honorable 
bodies: 

That,  as  gathered  from  late  returns,  the  railroad  systems  of  the  States  represented  by 
you  embrace  3^7  corporations,  operating  32,551  miles  of  line,  which  yielded  $290,039,000 
as  the  gross  earnings  for  one  year,  and  represent  a  paid-in  capital  of  $1,403,153,803, 
■with  a  bonded  indebtedness  of  $1,300,000,745. 

That,  in  view  of  the  large  interests  involved,  and  the  intimate  relations  these  cor- 
porations sustain  to  each  other  and  to  the  public — the  lines  operated  by  a  single  corpo- 
ration often  extending  through  and  into  several  States— it  is  of  the  highest  importance 
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that  their  accounts  should  be  kept  upon  some  uniform,  prescribed  system,  subject 
to  proper  supervision  by  the  State,  in  order  that  their  returns  shall  be  truthful,  and 
not  tend  to  mislead  the  public  or  stockholders,  as  now  too  often  is  the  case. 

Aware  of  the  great  need  of  a  reform  in  this  direction,  the  Eailroad  Commissioners 
of  the  New  England  States,  and  the  State  Engineers  of  New  York,  have  united  in 
a  memorial,  addressed  to  the  Legislatures  of  those  States,  setting  forth  reasoijs  for 
asking  State  intervention,  and  the  means  they  recommend  to  secure  this  end,  which 
are  as  follows : 

"The  accounts  of  these  corporations  are  kept  on  no  uniform  system,  and  under  no 
public  supervifeiou  ;  while  the  returns  published  by  the  diifereot  States  neither  resemble 
each  other,  nor  can  they  be  relied  on  as  correctly  representing  the  condition  of  the 
several  companies'  affairs.  Indeed,  the  returns  now  required  in  the  several  States 
differ  so  much  that,  in  certain  cases,  corporations  have  to  answer  four  different  sets  of 
questions  from  the  same  set  of  books. 

"There  is  certainly  no  one  material  interest  in  this  country  an  exact  and  correct  knowl- 
edge of  which  is  of  such  general  importance  as  the  business  of  railroad  transportation 
and  the  affairs  of  corporations  concerned  in  it. 

"Under  the  loose  system  of  making  returns  hitherto  and  now  in  use,  it  is  impossible  to 
obtain  this  knowledge;  and  we  are  fully  convinced  that  it  will  continue  to  be  so  until 
the  different  States  unite  in  requiring  that  all  railroads  make  their  returns  at  a  given 
time,  and  in  a  uniform  manner. 

"As  a  result  of  careful  deliberation  and  conference  with  representatives  of  leading  rail- 
roads, a  form  of  returns  and  rules  under  which  accounts  are  in  future  to  be  kept,  have 
been  agreed  upon  by  us,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  appended.  If  adopted  in  the  several 
States,  this  form  and  the  accompanying  rules  will  compel  the  corporations  to  keep 
correct  and  detailed  accounts,  and  to  make  uniform  returns,  at  one  fixed  time,  from 
them.  From  these  the  several  States  can  cause  the  publication  of  such  facts,  be  they 
more  or  less,  as  in  each  case  maybe  thought  sufficient,  the  original  returns  beng, 
necessarily,  matter  of  record  only.  The  system  under  which  the  returns  are  made  will  be 
none  the  less  uniform. 

"In  Massachusetts  only  are  the  Commissioners  clothed  with  power  to  adopt  and  put 
in  operation  this  system  without  further  legislative  action.  For  the  reasons  given, 
therefore,  we  unite  in  recommending  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  other  States  above 
named,  the  early  passage  of  such  laws  as  will  make  practicable  this  reform.  This  can 
be  done  either  through  the  direct  incorporation  of  the  system  recommended  into  law,  in 
place  of  that  now  in  use  ;  or,  better  yet,  in  the  manner  pursued  in  Massachusetts, 
where  State  officials  have  been  clothed  with  discretionary  power  in  the  premises." 

Favorable  responses  have  been  made  by  the  followino;:  Hon.  John  E. 
Nefif,  Secretary  of  State  of  Indiana,  attached  his  signature  to  the  memo- 
rial. Hon.  Josiah  T.  Young,  Secretary  of  State  ot  Iowa,  advises  that  he 
is  in  "full  sympathy  with  the  object,"  and  Hon.  W.  R.  Marshall,  State 
Railroad  Commissioner  of  Minnesota,  says:  "I  shall  be  very  glad  to  co- 
perate  in  the  movement  to  secure  uniformity  m  railroad  accounts  and 
returns.  I  append  my  name  to  the  petition  to  the  Legislatures  of  the 
North-western  States."  The  Hon.  Dana  C.  Lamb,  Railroad  Commis- 
Bioner  of  Wisconsin,  affixes  his  signature,  "fully  coinciding  with  your 
views  as  to  the  importance  for  reform  in  the  direction  named."  The 
Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  Illinois  "regard  the  proposed 
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movement  to  secure  legislation  which  will  result  in  a  uniform  system  of 
account-keeping  by  the  various  railroad  corporations  embraced  within 
the  States  named  as  a  matter  of  very  great  importance,  and  will  recom- 
mend that  such  laws  be  enacted  by  the  next  General  Assembly  of  this 
State.  It  will  be  the  pleasure  of  this  Commission  to  cooperate,  and 
to  that  end  the  memorial  address  which  you  enclosed  with  your  favor  is 
herewith  returned,  signed  by  each  member  of  the  Commission  of  this 
State."  The  memorial  h:is  also  been  signed  by  the  three  Railroad  Com- 
missioners of  Missouri.  Hon.  W.  B.  Williims,  Commissioner  of  Rail- 
ro  ids  for  Michigan,  advises  that  he  is  "  not  at  present  prepared  to  give 
assent  to  the  method  proposed  for  bringing  about  the  much  desired 
reform,"  but  suggests  that  "  the  Commissioners  of  the  several  Western 
States  meet  in  convention,  at  srme  early  date,  to  consult  together  and 
devise  some  plan  to  be  laid  before  our  respective  Legislatures;"  while 
the  honorable  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  of  Pennsylvania  made  no 
response  to  our  communication. 

The  whole  matter  is  now  respectfully  submitted  to  the  Legislatura  for 
such  further  action  as  by  it  shall  be  deemed  proper. 

TELEGRAPH    COMPANIES. 

No  report  was  made  for  the  past  year  by  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Com- 
pany. Its  line  is  understood  to  be  in  process  of  absorption,  the  offices  in 
many  places  having  been  discontinued,  and  the  wires  run  into  the  offices 
of  the  Western  Union  line. 

Reports  have  been  filed  by  the  Cincinnati  and  Eastern  Company,  in- 
corporated February  24,  1877,  and  in  operation  since  July  1,  only,  giving 
names  of  directors  and  officers;  by  the  Eastern  Ohio,  which  reports  a 
paid-in  capital  of  S  1,700,  but  no  line  constructed;  by  the  Hillsboro, 
having  a  line  of  twenty-one  miles  of  single  wire ;  and  the  Kelley  's  Island 
and  Sandusky  Cable  Company,  with  three  and  three-fourths  miles  of  sub- 
marine cable,  and  one  mile  of  single  wire. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  with  the  exception  of  short,  local  lines,  and  those 
owned  by  railroad  companies  and  operated  almost  exclusively  on  their 
own  business,  nearly  the  entire  telegraph  system  is  absorbed  and  con- 
trolled by  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  which  reports  a 
length  of  76,955  miles,  with  194,323  of  wire,  166  of  submarine  cable,  and 
7,500  stations.  It  had  10,625  employes,  and  forwarded  21,158,941  mes- 
sages within  the  year  ending  .June  30.  The  receipts  and  earnings  of  the 
line  are  stated  at  S9  812,352.61,  with  an  expense  for  maintenance,  sala- 
ries, etc.,  of  $6,672,224  94.  The  company  made  four  quarterfy  dividends 
of  one  and  one-half  per  csnt.  upon  capital  stock  within  the  year.  As  ac- 
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counts  are  not  kept  with  reference  to  State  lines,  figures  given  for  Ohio 
are  estimated,  as  follows:  Four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fif.y  miles 
of  main  line,  13,500  of  wire  (an  increase  for  the  year  of  700),  with  500 
stations  and  670  operators  and  employes. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  the  belief  that  the  act  of  May  5,  1877  (74  Laws,  183),  "to  authorize 
railway  companies  to  issue  preferred  stock,"  was  passed  without  due 
scrutiny  of  its  provisions,  and  under  a  misapprehension  as  to  any  sup- 
posed necessity  for  the  action  had  in  reference  to  it,  the  commissioner 
recommends  its  prompt  repeal,  as  being  superfluous  and  unnecessary, 
such  issue  being  amply  provided  for  by  section  three,  act  of  May  5,  1873 
(70  Laws,  289).* 

It  is  also  objectionable  : 

1.  As  the  act  of  May  5,  1873,  referred  to,  repealing  all  previous  legis- 
lation authorizing  increase  of  stock  by  railway  companies,  establi.'ihed 
and  provided  one  uniform  method. 

2.  In  that  this  act  authorizes  such  issues  by  "close  corporation"  pro- 
ceedings, and  effectually  guards  against  a  meeting  of  stockholders  being 
held,  as  required  b}^  the  previous  exi-ting  law,  at  which  the  propriety 
and  necessity  of  such  issue  can  be  intelligently  considered,  and  where 
discussion  and  combined  action  might  better  protect  their  true  interests. 

3.  That  in  place  of  the  abstract  and  certificate  which  the  previous  law 
required  to  be  filed  and  made  a  matter  oj  record  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  which,  accessible  to  all,  showed  the  extent  of  liability  in 
this  direction,  this  act  requires  only  that  a  majority  of  the  directors 
shall  '■^declare  by  resolution  their  intention  to  issue  such  preferred  stock,''  obtain 
in  detail  and  at  their  leisure  (presumably  without  misrepresentation), 
from  holders  of  a  majority  of  stock,  their  written  consent,  and  make  a 
record  "in  the  minutes  of  the  company." 

4.  That  holders  of  such  preferred  stock,  having  no  voice  in  the  elec- 
tion of  directors,  consequently  can  have  no  control  whatever  over  the 
management,  good  or  bad,  of  the  company's  affairs,  although  under  the 
constitution,  "  in  all  cases,  each  stockholder  shall  be  liable  over  and  above 
the  stock  by  him  or  her  owned,  and  any  amount  unpaid  thereon,  to  a 
further  sum  at  least  equal  in  amount  to  such  stock." 

Being  of  opinion  that  the  law  is  so  framed  as  to  allow,  if  not  encour- 
age, pernicious  manipulations  of  stock  by  designing  men,  the  attention

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of   the   Legislature  is  asked  to  a  consideration  of  its  true   scope  and 
bearings. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  a  law  be  passed,  requiring  that  all  railroad 
trains  shall  be  brought  to  a  full  stop — as  now,  in  cases  of  railroad  grade 
crossings — at  a  distance  not  less  than  200  feet  and  not  more  than  800  feet 
from  the  draw  in  every  draw-bridge  upon  the  line  of  the  railroads  over 
which  they  are  to  be  run. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  and  such  others  as  are  suggested  herein,  the 
following  recommendations  made  in  previous  reports  submitted  from  this 
office,  are  appended  as  wrrthy  the  consideration  and  action  of  the  Legis- 
lature: 

Freight  Classification. — The  great  importance  is  again  strongly  urged 
upon  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature,  of  providing  for  a  careful  and 
judicious  classification  of  the  different  articles  transported  by  railway 
companies  upon  their  lines  within  the  State — one  which  shall  not  essen- 
tially conflict  (without  sufficient  reason  therefor)  with  classifications 
adopted  and  in  use  on  the  established  lines  doirg  a  thiough  business^ — 
affixing  to  each  class,  in  addition  to  a  limit  per  ton,  or  car  load  p(  r  mile, 
a  maximum  rate  per  100  pounds  per  mile  where  carried  in  less  quanti- 
ties than  a  ton.  The  law  now  only  prescribes  a  maximum  rate  per  ton 
per  mile,  without  discriminating  whether  coal,  ores,  lumber,  grain,  or 
articles  that,  being  light  or  of  greater  bulk,  can  not  of  necessity  be  as 
cheaply  handled  or  carried.  A  large  amount  of  merchandise  and  other 
freight  is  being  constantly  shipped  by  railway  in  less  quantities  iban  a 
ton,  for  which  the  law  provides  no  limit  to  the  charges  that  may  be 
made  for  its  transportation,  and  it  is  manifestly  to  the  interest  of  the 
public  that  this  omission  should  be  remedied,  and  so  as  to  conform  to 
methods  in  general  use  by  public  carriers,  of  billing  and  computing  by 
the  100  pounds.  This  would  also  aid  in  securing  uniformity,  if  necessary 
to  transfer  from  one  line  of  railway  to  another. 

Train  Brakes. — The  passenger  trains  upon  the  better  equipped  lines  of 
railway  are  now  generally  piovided  with  brakes  operated  by  steam,  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  engineer,  which  can  be  instantly  applied  by 
him  to  all  the  cars  of  his  train,  and  as  he  is  the  first  to  become  aware  of 
"danger  ahead,"  he  is  able  by  this  means  to  avert  many  threatened  ac- 
cidents of  a  serious  nature,  and  which,  with  the  old  hand-brake,  would 
be  unavoidable.  It  is  an  invention  esteemed  wherever  used  as  of  the 
greatest  value  to  companies,  as  by  preventing  collisions  or  other  train 
accidents,  it  reduces  largely  expenditures  required  to  make  good  damages 
resulting  from  these  causes,  and  tidds  also  materially  to  the  comfort  and 
safety  of  the  traveling  public.     It  should  be  made  obligatory  upon  com- 
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panies  operating  railways  in  the  State,  to  have  all  passenger-carrying 
trains  provided  with  some  efficient  device  of  this  nature. 

Bridging  betw  en  Cars. — So  far  as  known,  the  means  best  adapted  to  se- 
cure the  safety  of  railway  travelers  in  passing  from  car  to  car,  is  "  Mil- 
ler's trussed  platform,  compressed  buSer  and  automatic  coupler," 
which,  leaving  no  opening  between  cars,  supercedes  the  necessity  of 
bridginw.  But  this,  in  view  of  the  comparative  immunity  from  acci- 
dents thus  occurring,  is  one  of  the  least  merits  of  this  device.  The  plat- 
form is  so  constructed  that,  in  case  of  collisions,  "  telescoping  "  of  cars  is 
rendered  almost,  if  not  entirely,  impossible.  Being  also  a  self-coupler, 
its  use,  where  practicable,  will  diminish  to  that  extent  the  frequency 
of  injuries  from  that  fruitful  source  of  accidents  to  railway  employes — 
coupling  of  cars.  It  should  be  made  unlawful  to  run  two  or  more  passen- 
ger cars  in  any  train  upon  our  railways,  unless  they  are  provided  with 
this  or  a  substitute  equally  adapted  for  proper  protection  of  persons  and 
property. 

Lsue  of  Bonds. — This  subject  was  presented  briefly  in  the  Commission- 
er's report  for  1875,  but  it  is  believed  that  its  importance,  and  the  need 
of  a  prompt  and  radical  change  in  the  law — which  now,  to  speak  in  no 
harsher  terms,  renders  practicable  grave  abuses  under  the  apparent 
sanction  of  the  State^ — will  be  considered  a  sufficient  reason  for  here  quo- 
tino^  the  comments  and  indorsing  the  recommendations  then  made  : 

it  is  evident,  studying  the  history  of  our  railroads  and  the  methods 
adopted  to  secure  the  means  necessary  to  construct  and  equip  them,  that 
the  amount  of  capital  stock  subscribed  and  paid  in,  is  in  many  instances 
not  at  all  adequate,  or  in  such  proportion,  as  to  place  them  financially 
upon  a  sound  and  consequently  safe  basis. 

A  reason  for  this  course,  and  in  many  cases  perhaps  the  principal  one, 
is,  that  after  a  company  is  incorporated  by  filing  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  the  necessary  certificate,  and  which  names  the  "amount  of  capital 
stock  necessary  to  construct  such  road" — the  law  only  requires  ten  per 
cent,  of  such  amount  shall  be  subscribed — when  it  can  proceed  to  elect 
directors  (these  not  necessarily  stockholders),  survey,  locate,  and  appro- 
priate right  of  way,  etc.,  and  "shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  on  the 
credit  of  the  corporation,  not  exceeding  its  authorized  capital  stock." 

The  law  then  provides  a  ready  mode  whereby  "the  authorized  stock  of 
such  company  may  be  increased  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  decided 
necessary  or  requisite,"  and  tliis  done,  with  nothing  required  to  be  sub- 
scribed or  paid  on  such  increase  of  authorized  stock,  and  no  additional 
liability  accruing  thereby  to  stockholders,  "if  authorized  by  the  vote  of 
the  majority  of  capital  stock,  the  company  may  issue  its  bonds  bearing 
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interest,  not  to  exceed  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  two-thirds  of  its  [entire]  auihoriz  d  capital  stock,  and  sell  the 
same  at  such  times  and  at  such  rates  as  the  directors  may  deem  best  " 

It  would  seem  unnecessary  to  do  more  than  call  attention  to  a  law  thus 
aiding  the  carrying  out  of  such  a  questionable  policy — one  almost  certain 
to  eventuate  in  disaster — in  order  to  such  amendment  as  shall  res'rict 
the  issue  of  certificates  of  bonded  indebtedness  by  railroad  companies 
within  proper  limits,  having  reference  to  the  amount  of  actual  paid-in 
capital  stock,  and  to  the  liability  of  the  stockholders. 

Another  objection  to  the  facility  thus  afforded  for  the  is.^ue  of  bonds 
upon  such  an  unsubstantial  basis,  is  its  being  the  chief  cause  of  the  de- 
preciation and  discrediting  of  railroad  securities,  bo'.h  at  home  and 
abroad.  Issued  under  such  circumstances,  their  value,  more  prospective 
than  tangible,  and  consequently  disposed  of  at  large  discounts,  if  inter- 
est be  paid  as  it  matures,  it  proves  an  exhaustive  drain,  so  crippling  the 
operations  and  resources  of  the  road,  if  completed,  that,  after  vain 
struggles  to  avert  it.  the  result  is,  as  experience  has  shown  in  so  many 
instances,  financial  ruin. 

Having  this  view  of  the  resulting  tendencies  of  the  laws  in  force  gov- 
erning the  mortgaging  of  railroad  lines,  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
true  interests  of  stockholders,  bondholders,  and  the  public,  as  thereby 
affected,  ia  regpcctfully  commended  to  the  General  Assembly  for  such 
action  as  may  seem  best, 

CONCLUSION. 

Within  the  six  months  which  have  passed  since  the  date  to  which  re- 
ports of  companies  are  made,  there  has  been  an  ascertained  increase  in 
length  of  line  in  Ohio  laid  with  rail,  as  follows:  Of  the  Paulding  and 
Cetil  Railroad  four  miles  are  completed,  upon  which  cars  are  running; 
and  Deceraber  31  through  trains  commenced  passing  over  the  Scioto 
ValUy  Railway,  which  has  been  extended  from  Chillicothe  to  Ports- 
mouth, 49.80  miles.  The  Hocking  Valley  Company  has  completed  five 
milc«  of  its  Monday  Creek  branch.  Nelsonville  to  Bessemer,  with  seven 
miles  additional  graded;  and  four  miles  of  the  Snow  Fork  branch,  Besse- 
mer to  Orbiaton,  is  also  laid  with  rail.  This  makes  a  total  of  62.80  miles 
of  standard  gauge. 

Of  3S-inch  or  narrow-gauge  line,  five  miles  of  the  Bellaire  and  South- 
western Railway,  from  Bellaire  to  Wegee,  are  laid  with  rail,  and  it  is 
expected  regular  trains  will  commence  running  January  21 ;  and  thir- 
teen miles,  Cincinnati  to  Mt.  Carmel,  on  the  Cincinnati  and  Portsmouth, 
.of  which  twelve  has  been  operated  from  October  15.  Upon  the  Colum- 
bus, Washington  and  Cincinnati  line  fifteen  miles  are  completed,  which 
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the  company  is  operating,  with  eleven  miles  leased  of  the  Dayton  and 
South  Eastern  in  addition.  The  Daj^ton  and  South  Eastern  Company  has 
completed  twenty-one  miles  more,  Washington  C  H.  to  Musselman's  Sta- 
tion, oa  the  Marietta  and  Cincinnati  Railroad,  which  has  been  operated 
from  October  26.  On  the  Lake  Erie,  Alliance  and  Wheeling  four  miles 
of  track  additional  has  been  laid  with  rail,  from  Newton  Falls  to  Brace- 
ville,  on  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western,  which  has  been  operated  from 
August  1.  On  the  Springfield,  Jackson  and  Pomeroy  twenty-five  miles 
were  completed,  Jackson  to  Waverly,  on  which  one  train  per  day  each 
way  commenced  running  September  1,  with  twenty-eight  miles,  Spring- 
field to  Washington  C.H.,  additional  just  finished.  The  Toledo,  Delphos 
and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company  reports  having  constructed  since 
July  1  two  bridges,  aggregating  four  hundred  feet,  and  four  trestles,  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  feet,  with  twenty-six  miles  of  main  track 
graded,  sixteen  of  which  is  laid  with  rail,  and  eight  ballasted  with  eand 
To  November  1  there  had  been  expended  for  construction  $66,930.67,  aad 
for  equipment,  including  one  locomotive,  one  passenger  car,  construction 
cars,  etc  ,  $3,327.52.  The  amount  of  stock  paid  in  was  $52,155.05,  and  of 
indebtedness  incurred  $22,699.20,  Earnings  are  reported  to  Novembsr  1 
amounting  to  $2,863.42,  the  charges  for  operating  being  $1,753.71.  This 
makes  an  aggregate  of  127  miles  of  36  inch  gauge,  and  a  total  of  189.80 
miles  of  track  laid  since  June  30,  not  including  a  small  amount  by  some 
short  or  suburban  lines,  failing  to  report.  This  is  38.10  miles  lees  than 
was  laid  in  the  corresponding  six  months  of  1876.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  BRIDGES,  Etc. 


Hon.  L.  G.  Delano,  Commissioner  of  Railroads: 

Daring  the  past  year,  substantially,  all  the  railroads  within  the  limits 
of  the  State  have  been  examined.  The  road-beds,  and  especially  the 
bridges  and  structures,  have  been  carefully  inspected.  There  are  bridges 
with  hollow  cast-iron  top  chords,  posts,  or  braces,  to  which  it  would  be 
impossible  to  give  an  analytical  examination  without  taking  the  struc- 
tures apart.  A  locomotive  was  used  when  inspecting  a  bridge,  and 
where  doubts  existed  as  to  its  strength  a  test  was  made  under  various 
rates  of  speed,  that  the  effects  of  the  shock  given  the  structure  through 
the  momentum  and  from  the  weight  of  the  engine  could  be  determined. 
Where  a  structure  was  deficient  in  plan  of  construction  or  in  strength, 
the  error  was  pointed  out ;  and  the  merits  and  advantages  were  noted 
and  discussed  in  respect  to  the  greater  safety  and  durability  of  such  as 
were  found  firm  and  well  proportioned. 

The  oflBcers  of  the  several  lines  rendered  such  aid  and  assistance  aa 
they  could  to  enable  me  to  make  a  thorough  inspection,  and  with  but 
one  exception  all  defective  structures  were  promptly  remedied.  The 
following  comments  and  suggestions  are  offered  : 

ROAD-BEDS. 

The  material  used  for  ballast  consists  of  gravel,  sand,  broken  stone,  and 
furnace  cinder.  Gravel  gives  good  results  if  of  superior  quality,  and  the 
road-bed  is  well  thrown  up;  if  not,  it  will  take  and  hold  water,  becoming 
rigid  in  a  severe  winter,  and  in  wet  seasons  some  of  the  ties  will  churn. 
Broken  stone  and  furnace  cinder  give  more  even  results  throughout  the 
year,  as,  where  the  drainage  is  good,  there  is  no  churning  of  ties,  and 
very  little  heaving  through  the  action  of  frost,  and  when  the  rail  is  once 
up  to  a  smooth,  even  surface,  trains  can  be  moved  with  a  saving  of  power 
and  with  safety.  There  are  but  few  roads  in  the  State  that  use  ordinary 
surface  soil  for  ballast.  It  makes  a  fair  summer  road,  which  is  all  that 
can  be  said  in  its  favor. 

Railroad  men  are  generally  agreed  as  to  the  fundamental  necessity  of 
a  good  road-bed,  and  this  is  being  more  universally  recognized  by  them 
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each  succeeding  year.  Where  the  road  bed  is  laid  well  up,  and  ballasted 
with  broken  stone,  farnace  cinder,  or  clean  gravel,  the  rail  made  of  good 
steel,  with  angle  bir  joint  fastenings,  and  up  to  a  smooth,  even  surface, 
it  will  require  but  one  half  the  number  of  men  to  keep  it  in  order  that 
it  does  with  the  old  iron  rail-chair  or  fishplate  joint,  ordinary  ballast, 
and  the  other  appliances  of  a  few  years  ago,  and  which  are  still  in  use 
upon  many  roads. 

IRON   AND   STEEL    RAIL. 

There  is  considerable  iron  on  roads  within  the  State  that  has  been  in 
use  from  eighteen  to  twenty-four  years,  and  still  doing  good  service ;  but 
the  amount  that  has  been  in  use  five  to  twelve  years,  and  manufactured 
within  that  period,  now  doing  service  is  comparatively  small.  A  much 
larger  percentage  of  steel  rail  is  being  used  each  year,  not  that  steel  is 
so  much  better  for  ordinary  light  traffic,  but  in  a  great  measure  to  de- 
moralization in  the  iron  business  and  its  manufacture. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  get  a  good  iron  rail,  probably  owing  to  the 
fact  that  for  some  time  past  there  has  not  been  paid  a  price  warranting 
its  manufacture.  It  is  important  during  the  process  of  manufacture 
thitt  the  iron  be  thoroughly  worked  until  all  cinder  and  foreign  material 
becomes  excluded,  so  that  ^he  rail  may  become  as  near  homogeneous  as 
possible.  Where  this  is  not  done  the  rail  will  vary  in  quality  and  soon 
become  worthless.  Rails  have  been  taken  out  of  the  track  that  bad  not 
be®a  ia  uso  more  than  two  weeks.  Where  the  joints  are  not  up,  or  poor 
ties  are  u?ed,  sliding  or  flat  wheels  will  very  soon  cause  this  species  of 
iron  to  becom©  useless  and  unsafe.  Owing  to  the  inferior  quality  of  iron 
furnishod,  and  the  many  good  qualities  possessed  by  steel  over  iron,  to- 
gether with  the  small  difference  in  price  (being  now  only  about  $10  per 
ton),  the  reason  is  obvious  why  5teel  rail  is  fast  taking  the  place  of  iron. 
Steel  stands  the  wear  of  heavy  trains,  and  in  almost  all  respects  gives 
better  results.  The  angle-bar  joint  fastening  now  used  on  several  roads 
is  coming  into  general  use.  The  joint  is  suspended  between  two  ties, 
and  the  notches  to  receive  the  spikes  being  in  the  angle-bar,  leaves  the 
rail  with  full  strength  of  flange. 

BRIDGES. 

As  a  rule,  railroad  bridges  ara  now  built  with  more  strength,  and  when 
renewed  are  rebuilt  with  increased  capacity.  The  engines  now  in  use 
are  much  heavier  than  thoa©  in  former  years,  and  it  is  found  that  a  firm, 
well  built  bridge,  having  a  large  factor  of  safety,  requires  less  care  and 
attention,  as,  not  being  constantly  strained  almost  to  its  full  capacity,  it 
will  last  longer  and  in  every  way  give  better  satisfaction. 
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Within  the  past  year,  on  nearly  all  of  the  ronds,  a  large  amount  of 
work  has  been  done  in  the  bridge  department,  and  the  bridges  have  been 
carefully  looked  after  and  examined  by  the  companies.  Many  have 
been  rebuilt,  and  a  large  number  strengthened  in  various  ways.  Many 
deck  bridges,  with  two  trusses  and  two  tracks,  have  had  the  third  truss 
added,  and  where  long  span  wood  Howe  truss  structures  have  given  in- 
dications of  weakness,  the  arch  has  been  put  in,  and,  when  properly 
constructed,  with  good  results.  The  arch  is  made  independent  of  the 
truss,  and  when  the  truss  detl  cts  under  the  load  to  a  fixed  point,  the 
arch  will  take  up  the  remainder  of  the  strain,  and  transfer  it  direct  to 
the  abutment  and  piers. 

Deck  bridges  should  be  well  trussed  laterally,  as  the  heavier  the  load 
placed  upon  them  the  more  the  top  chords  will  be  in  compression,  and 
consequently  the  greater  the  tendency  to  oscillation.  In  a  through 
bridge,  the  greater  the  load  the  more  the  lower  chords  will  be  in  tension, 
the  steadier  will  be  the  bridge,  and  the  less  necessity  for  lateral  bracing. 

The  forests  are  being  rapidly  cut  away,  and  the  wind  encounters  less 
resistance  each  year,  consequently  it  becomes  important  for  bridge  men 
to  carefully  consider  this  point.  It  is  the  usual  custom  in  constructing 
a  railroad,  to  throw  embankments  across  ravines,  thus  confining  the  wind 
(on  the  same  principle  of  damming  up  water),  with  only  one  opening, 
the  bridge,  for  its  escape.  When  deck  bridges  are  placed  across  ravines, 
where  the  wind  has  full  force  and  frequently  a  concentration  of  forces, 
it  is  highly  necessary  to  have  all  such  structures  well  braced  laterally. 
Even  in  well  built  deck  bridges,  the  engine  and  train  have  a  suflQcient 
amount  of  leverage  to  cause  oscillation,  without  any  assistance  from 
wind;  the  top  chord  being  in  compression,  it  has  a  tendency  to  buckle 
laterally,  as  it  receives  lateral  vibration  direct  from  the  train. 

There  are  but  few  deck  bridges  in  the  State,  situated  on  sharp  curves, 
and  orders  are  given  to  pass  over  these  structures  at  a  slow  rate  of  speed, 
usually  at  about  six  miles  per  hour.  New  roads  often  run  over  them, 
for  a  while,  on  the  usual  schedule  time,  but  it  soon  becomes  apparent 
that  the  bridge  is  unable  to  bear  the  shock,  and  the  speed  is  reduced. 

Where  timber  abutments  and  piers  are  used,  or  the  bridge  is  placed  on 
piles  or  any  other  unstable  foundation,  the  bridge  has  a  much  greater 
tendency  to  become  prematurely  old,  and,  if  a  wood  bridge — (unless  re- 
markably well  constructed) — will  lose  its  camber  and  draw  the  chords. 
All  bridges  should  be  placed  u^  on  substantial  masonry.  In  wood  bridges, 
where  iron  clamps  are  used,  a  frequent  cause  of  the  drawing  of  the 
chords  is  from  an  insufficiency  of  lugs  on  the  clamps;  and  especially  in 
long  spans  it  will  be  found  that  these  lugs  crush  the  timbers.    Oak  and 
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pine  do  not  do  well  together,  as  the  acid  in  the  oak  causes  the  decay  of 
the  pine.  A  wood  bridge  lasts  much  longer  when  covered  and  protected 
from  the  weather;  at  the  same  time  it  is  in  more  danger  from  fire.  This 
can  be  greatly  lessened  by  covering  the  chords  with  zinc  or  galvanized 
iron,  extended  well  under  the  angle  blocks,  to  prevent  the  accumulation 
of  water  at  such  points. 

The  simple  king-post  or  A  truss  is  frequently  used  in  short  spans, 
constructed  with  a  transverse  piece  of  timber  suspended  by  rods  from 
the  truss,  the  two-track  stringers  having  each  end  resting  upon  the 
abutment,  and  supported  at  the  middle  by  the  transverse  piece.  This 
transverse  piece  undergoes  a  very  severe  strain,  and  great  care  should  be 
taken  in  the  selection  of  the  timber,  that  it  may  have  sufficient  strength 
and  a  factor  of  safety  beyond  all  doubt.  The  best  plan  is  to  reject  this 
form  of  a  bridge  altogether. 

Long*  ties,  resting  upon  four  stringers,  is  an  improvement  upon  the 
two  track  stringers,  the  load  b  ing  more  uniformly  distributed  over  the 
bridge.  The  ties  are  placed  clo-e  together,  and,  in  case  of  derailment, 
the  wheels  will  not  push  the  ties,  but  pass  over  smoothl3^  In  addition, 
a  guard-rail  is  laid  to  prevent  the  train  going  over  the  side  of  the  struc- 
ture. This  is  the  standard  floor  for  bridges  upon  many  of  the  roads,  and 
is  being  generally  adopted  throughout  the  State. 

IRON    FOR    BRIDGES 

Should  be  manufactured  for  that  special  purpose,  using  care  and  judg- 
ment from  the  time  the  ore  is  selected  at  the  mine  until  it  passes  through 
the  last  roll  at  the  mill.  Before  the  iron  is  used,  its  tensile  and  com- 
pressive strength  should  be  well  known,  and  the  cold  bend  test  applied. 
In  a  Howe  truss  bridge  of  107  feet  span,  built  seven  years  ago,  one  of  the 
truss  rods  had  dropped  through  the  angle  block  into  the  water  below, 
leaving  the  nut  and  a  portion  of  the  rod  upon  the  top  chord,  the  point  of 
fracture  being  immediately  below  the  nut.  This  rod  and  portions  of 
other  rods  in  the  bridge,  were  tested  and  found  not  to  be  of  uniform 
quality — a  portion  of  the  rod  would  break  over  the  anvil,  not  unlike  cast 
iron,  while  other  parts  of  the  same  rod  would  stand  an  excellent  cold 
bend  test.  On  the  same  road,  within  six  miles,  was  another  Howe  truss 
bridge  of  112  feet  span.  Tlie  rods  in  this  bridge  had  been  in  use  for  six- 
teen years,  and  there  was  not  a  piece  of  iron  in  the  structure  but  that 
would  stand  the  cohl  bend  test.  The  iron  of  both  these  bridges,  when 
placed  in  the  hydraulic  press,  showed  the  same  tensile  strength,  aver- 
aging about  48,000  pounds  to  the  section  of  a  squaie  inch. 
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CARE   OF    BRIDGES. 

As  a  rule,  the  bridge  men  look  after  their  structures  closely, 
but  in  some  cases  have  been  negligent — bridges  were  found  out  of  ad- 
justment, and  in  some  wooden  bridges  the  main  braces  were  almost  oS 
from  the  chords.  la  other  cases  there  was  too  much  adjusting ;  the 
structures  were  in  danger  of  being  pulled  to  pieces,  and  the  life  of  the 
bridge  shortened.  When  a  nut  is  rusted  so  that  it  is  fixed  and  will  not 
turn,  it  does  not  follow  that  this  member  is  in  proper  tension,  nor,  if  the 
nut  turns  easily,  that  it  must  be  turned  so  long  as  it  can  be  moved. 
It  requires  constant  care,  judgment,  and  a  knowledge  of  strains  upon 
the  structure,  to  adjust  and  keep  a  bridge  in  proper  condition,  and  there 
is  no  certainty  of  it  so  remaining  for  six  consecutive  weeks  after  a  care- 
ful inspection. 

PAINT. 

Iron  bridges  should  be  so  constructed  that  every  part  can  be  reached 
and  well  covered  with  a  heavy  coat  of  paint  suitable  for  the  purpose. 
There  are  portions  of  a  bridge  where  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  taken  off 
from  each  side  of  the  web  each  year,  by  rust,  will  very  soon  render  the 
parts  worthless.  On  new  wooden  bridges,  with  heavy  timbers  not  well 
seasoned,  paint  should  be  used  with  caution,  applying  at  first  but  a  light 
coat,  merely  sufficient  to  prevent  the  absorption  of  moisture ;  not  so 
heavy  as  to  hermetically  seal  the  timber  and  cause  it  to  take  the  dry 
rot  from  the  inclosed  sap.    . 

SUGGESTIONS. 

On  narrow  gauge  roads,  where  sixteen  and  eighteen  ton  engines  are 
in  use,  the  bridges  should  be  built  with  almost  as  much  capacity  as  those 
on  standard  gauge  lines  using  forty  ton  engines. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  a  proper  understanding  between  the  road 
and  mecbanical  departments. 

Some  of  the  engines  now  in  use  are  made  with  a  short  cut-ofF  that  is 
very  trying  to  a  bridge,  from  the  fact  that  they  cause  severe  oscillation 
to  the  structure. 

The  master  mechanic  will  construct  a  forty  ton  engine,  placing  as 
much  weight  as  possible  upon  the  drivers — frequently  upon  a  seven-foot 
wheel  base — and  consequently  his  engine  is  very  powerful.  This  makes 
a  good  showing  for  the  mechanical  or  shop  department,  but  is  done  at 
the  expense  of  (and  frequently  without  any  consultation  with)  the  road 
department,  as  this  concentration  of  a  large  amount  of  weight  upon  one 
point,  is  very  destructive  to  all  kinds  of  structures.  When  an  engine  of 
this  description  is  contemplated,  the  road  should  be  properly  prepared 
before  the  engine  is  ready  for  use. 
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GAUGE. 

The  gauge  of  the  earlier  railroad  lines  in  the  State,  known  as  the  "Old 
Ohio  gauge,  is  four  feet  ten  inches  ;  while  east  and  west  of  Ohio,  it  was  four 
feet  eight  and  one-half  inches.  Instead  of  making  the  gauge  uniform,  the 
broad  tread  or  ''compromised'  wheel  is  used  ;  and  the  consequence  is,  that 
if,  through  any  blunder,  negligence,  or  mistake,  a  car  is  run  on  to  a  road 
of  different  gauge,  the  train  is  imperiled  by  reason  of  the  danger  of  de- 
railment.

HEATING  AND  LIGHTING  CARS. 


special   report  of   the   commissioner,  in  answer  to  house   resolu- 
tion number  120. 

Office  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs, 
Columbus,  Ohio,  January  15,  1877. 
Hon.  Chas  H.  Grosvener,  Speaker  of  House  of  Representatives : 

Sir  :  I  am  in  receipt  of  copy  of  House  Resolution  No.  120,  adopted 
January  11,  1877,  requesting  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Tele- 
graphs to  report  to  the  House  "  whether  the  provisions  of  sections  one 
and  two  of  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  protect  more  effectually  the  lives  of 
railroad  passengers  from  casualties  by  fire,'  passed  May  4,  1869  (Ohio 
Laws,  vol.  66,  p.  94),  has  been  enforced  in  this  State,  and  whether  he,  in 
his  examinations  of  railroads  and  their  running  machinery,  has  called 
the  attention  of  the  companies  operating  lines  of  railways  in  the  State 
of  Ohio  to  the  provisions  of  this  law." 

In  reply,  I  would  respectfully  submit  that  it  is  claimed  by  railroad  of- 
ficials and  others,  that  no  practicable  heating  apparatus,  that  will  meet 
the  requirements  of  this  act,  has  yet  been  invented. 

This  subject  was  presented  by  General  Wright,  then  Commissioner,  in 
his  report  for  1870,  volume  2,  page  11,  as  follows  :  ^^Heating  and  Lighting 
Cars. — The  act  of  May  4,  1869,  '  to  protect  more  effectually  the  lives  of 
railway  passengers,"  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  heating  apparatus 
required  to  be  used  by  railroad  companies,  is  almost  universally  disre- 
garded, and  its  utilitv  or  adaptability  to  the  purpose  designed  is  very 
generally  questioned,"  etc. 

The  report  of  Commissioner  Thompson,  for  1875,  page  45,  under  the 
head  of  "  Power  of  the  Commissioner,"  and  referring  to  section  5  of  act 
of  April  5,  1867,  which  prescribes  as  one  of  his  duties  that  "  he  shall 
prosecute,  or  cause  to  be  prosecuted,  all  violations  of  any  of  the  laws  re- 
lating to  railroads,"  says,  if  this  was  intended  as  mandatory,  "  subsequent 
legislation  has  in  some  cases  ignored,  and  in  others  nullified,  this  pro- 
vision;" and  on  pages  46  and  47,  proceeds  to  make  the  following  com- 
ments upon  the  requirements  of  the  act  now  under  consideration  : 

"  The  first  section  of  act  of  May  4,  1869  (66  O.  L.,  94),  '  to  protect  more  effectually  the 
lives  of  railroad  passengers  from  casualties  by  fire,'  requires  that  each  railroad  company 
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in  this  State  shall,  when  necessary  to  heat  any  of  its  cars,  do  so  by  heating  apparatus  so 
constructed  that  the  fire  i a  it  will  bo  immediately  extinguished  whenever  the  cars  are 
thrown  from  the  track  and  overturned;  also  making  it  unlawful  for  any  such  company 
to  allow  any  cars  ran  upon  its  roads  by  other  companies  or  parties,  unless  the  heating 
apparatus  of  such  cars  conforms  to  requirement  specified. 

"The  second  section  declares  it  unlawful  to  light  cars  by  any  other  means  than  can- 
dles, and  a  railroad  company  violating  either  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  is  liable  to 
forfeiture  of  from  one  hundred  to  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  for 
debt  upon  the  complaint  of  any  person  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  any  county  in 
which  violations  shall  occur,  one-half  to  go  to  the  informer,  etc.  Notwithstanding  thia 
incentive  or  x^remium  to  informers — who  may  act  either  from  good  motives,  from  spite, 
or  hope  of  gain — and  the  fact  that  careful  inquiry  shows  the  greater  number  of  cars  run 
upon  our  roads  to  be  heated  by  stoves,  that  are  more  or  less  secure  by  being  bolted  iu 
their  places,  yet  not  so  constructed  as  to  extinguish  fire  in  them  in  case  of  car  being 
overturned,  no  instance  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  "office  where  any  person  has 
prosecuted  a  railroad  company  for  such  violation.  The  general  opinion  held  by  those 
best  qualified  to  judge  iu  regard  to  this  subject,  corroborates  that  expressed  by  Commis- 
sioner Wright  in  the  report  for  1870,  that  no  practical  and  efi'ectual  apparatus  has  yet 
been  devised  that  meets  the  requirements  of  the  act. 

"There  are  some  cases  reported  of  cars  being  lighted  by  lamps,  but  disclaiming  the 
use  of  explosive  or  inflammable  oils.  Where  cars  are  heated  by  steam  or  hot  air,  the 
danger  incurred  in  the  use  of  sperm  or  other  non-inflammable  oils  would  be  but  small, 
but  if  heated  by  coal  or  wood-burning  stoves,  and  by  any  cause  the  car  should  be  over- 
turned, while  candles  would  at  once  be  extinguished  and  do  no  harm,  it  is  evident  that 
sperm  or  lar  1-oil,  by  saturating  clothing  and  upholstery  of  the  car,  would  increase  the 
peril  by  coming  in  contact  with  fire  from  an  overturned  stove." 

The  attention  of  the  companies  operating  lines  of  railway  in  the  State 
of  Ohio-,  has  been  called  to  the  provisions  of  this  law  by  the  following 
question'-,  embraced  in  the  blank  forms  furnished  for  the  annual  report 
required  from  each,  and  which  are  verified  by  the  oath  of  an  officer  of 
the  company,  viz, : 

"Are  all  cars  run  on  your  road  heated  and  lighted  as  prescribed  by  act 
passed  May  4,  1869  (GQ  0.  L.,  94)  ? 

"State  method  of  heating  passenger,  sleeping,  parlor,  and  drawing- 
room  cars  run  on  your  road. 

"Means  of  lighting  same." 

In  conclusion,  answer  to  inquiries  made  is  : 

1.  The  provisions  of  sections  one  and  two  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act 
to  protect  more  effectually  the  lives  of  railroad  passengers  from  casual- 
ties by  fire,"  have  not  been  enforced  by  this  office,  the  act  in  prescribing 
the  mode  by  which  forfeitures  for  violating  its  provisions  shall  be  recov- 
ered apparently  not  contemplating  such  action  by  the  Commissioner. 

2.  The  attention  of  the  several  companies  operating  lines  of  railway 

in  the  State  of  Ohio,  has  been  specially  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  act

Hon.  Chas.  H.  Grosvenor,  S^^icaker  of  House  of  Representatives  : 

Sir  :  House  Resolution  No.  129,  adopted  January  19,  1877,  requesting 
the  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs  "  to  report  to  the  House, 
at  an  early  day,  whether  the  provisions  of  an  act  'to  promote  the  safety 
of  ti'avelers  upon  railroads  in  the  State  of  Ohio,'  passed  March  10,  1871 
(0.  L.,  vol.  GS)j  has  been  fully  complied  with ;  if  not,  what  companies 
are  running  trains  in  violation  of  section  one  of  said  act;  and,  further, 
whether  he  has  called  their  attention  to  said  act,  and  taken  the  legal 
steps  to  enforce  its  provisions,  was.  received  at  this  office  January  30,  1877. 
In  reply  to  "has  the  act  been  fully  complied  with,  if  not,  what  com- 
panies are  running  trairis  in  violation  of  section  1?"  the  act  describes 
the  kind  of  bridge  required,  and  concludes  as  follows :  "  or  some  other 
apparatus  or  arrangement  equally  efficient,  so  as  to  enable  passengers  to 
pass  from  car  to  car  with  safety."  All  railroads  in  the  State  report  to 
this  office  the  apparatus  used  on  them  in  bridging  between  passenger 
cars,  and  claim  the  requirements  of  the  law  are  complied  with,  support- 
ing the  claim  by  the  fact  that  no  accident  has  occurred  on  account  of  its 
inefficiency. 

These  are  the  methods  now  in  use  in  bridging  between  passenger  cars, 
with  the  number  of  roads  upon  which  each  is  used :  Miller  platform  and 
coupler,  20;  movable  platform,  7;  platform  secured  by  chains,  8;  adjust- 
able pLank,  9 ;  and  cleated  wood  bridge,  1 — the  other  roads  having  but 
one  passenger  car  run  in  trains. 

To  the  inquiry  as  to  whether  the  attention  of  the  companies  has  been 
called  to  said  act,  and  legal  steps  taken  to  enforce  its  provisions,  I  would 
reply  that  the  blanks  for  annual  returns  sent  from  this  office  require 
companies  to  "state  method  of  bridging  between  passenger'cars,  when 
two  or  more  are  run  in  trains,"  and  a  reply  is  made.  The  modes  adopted 
and  the  results  being  satisfactory,  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  legal 
steps  to  enforce  a  compliance  with  the  act.  In  the  sixth  annual  report 
from  this  office,  under  the  head  of  "  Bridging  between  cars,"  on  page  27, 
Commissioner  Wolcott  gave  his  views  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the 
resolution,  from  which  I  make  the  following  extract,  with  the  remark 
that  there  has  been  no  accident  within  the  State  from  the  cause  referred 
to  since  Mr.  Wolcott's  report : 

"The  act  of  March  10,  1871,  "to  promote  the  safety  of  travelers  upon  railways  in  the 
State  of  Ohio,'  was  passed  for  the  henelit  and  protection  of  the  traveling  public,  whose 
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safety  was  supposed  to  demand  the  statute ;  but  comparative  accident  tables,  extend- 
ing over  a  period  of  five  consecutive  years,  herewith  published,  giving  the  cause  of  each' 
with  the  name  of  the  road  on  which  it  occurred,  clearly  indicate  a  misapprehension  of 
the  needs  of  the  public  in  this  case,  and  reveal  the  surprising  fact  that,  while  the  rail- 
roads of  the  State  have  transported,  in  the  aggregate,  over  fifty-five  millions  of  passen- 
gers within  five  years,  only  three  have  been  injured  by  falling  between  platforms  of  cars, 
and  from  the  best  facts  I  can  obtain,  one  of  these,  and  probably  all  of  them,  would  have 
received  similar  injuries  if  the  required  bridge  had  been  in  use.  One  was  a  child  of 
about  seven  years,  who  escaped  from  its  mother,  and  was  jostled  off  the  platform;  the 
other  two  are  reported  '  intoxicated,'  one  of  them  persistently  refusing  to  go  inside  the 
car,  and  the  other  on  the  platform  in  violation  of  printed  rules.  Of  the  thirty-eight 
railroads  carrying  passengers  in  the  State,  thirty-five  of  them  have  had  no  accident  to 
passengers  from  the  want  of  these  bridges  in  five  years,  beyond  which  time  we  are  with- 
out statistics.  In  addition,  a  majority  of  the  roads  are  constructing  their  cars  with 
platforms  of  equal  height,  and  coupling  them  so  closely  as  to  need  no  bridge.  Ten  of 
the  important  lines  of  road  in  the  State  (embracing  about  1,700  miles  of  main  lines  and 
branches)  have  adopted  and  are  constructing  their  coaches  with  '  Miller's  trussed  plat- 
forms, compressive  buffers,  and  automatic  couplers,'  which  supersedes  the  necessity  of 
any  bridge,  and  should  satisfy  the  most  fastidious  on  this  question."

Passed  at  the  Session  ending  May  7,  1877. 


Ajj  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  -'An  act  to  provide  for  the  disposition  of  unclaimed  freight  and  express 
packages,  and  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  providing  for  the  disposition  of  unclaimed  freight  and 
express  packages,'  "  passed  April  16,  18C7,  passed  January  26,  1875  (O.,  L.  vol.  72,  p.  17). 

[74  Laws,  17.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  sections 
three  and  four  of  said  act  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  3.  That  when  any  such  property  has  been  conveyed  to  any  point  in  this  state, 
and  shall  remain  unclaimed  for  the  space  of  six  months  at  the  place  to  which  it  is  con- 
signed, and  the  owner,  whether  known  or  unknown,  fails  within  that  time  to  claim 
such  freight  or  other  property,  and  to  pay  the  proper  charges,  if  there  be  any  against 
it,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  persons,  associations,  or  companies  to  sell  such  freight 
or  other  property,  at  public  auction,  oifering  each  parcel  separately :  provided,  if  the 
owner  or  consignee  is  known  or  can  be  found  in  the  county,  where  such  property  is,  and 
the  notice  has  been  given  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act,  or  in  case  the  owner  is 
unknown  or  is  a  non-resident  of  the  county,  or  his  place  of  residence  is  unknown,  by 
publication  for  not  less  than  ten  days  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  such 
county,  and  if  the  said  charges  are  not  paid,  and  the  freight  removed  from  the  premises 
of  said  company  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  service  of  such  notice,  said  railroad 
or  other  company  may  bring  suit  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  the 
amount  of  said  freight  and  the  legal  charges  thereon;  and  said  claim,  when  established, 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  goods  or  merchandise  so  carried,  and  said  company  shall  have 
the  right  to  recover  the  amount  aforesaid,  with  other  legal  charges,  by  public  sale  of 
such  goods  or  merchandise  :  provided,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  railroad  or  other  com- 
pany, after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  receipt  of  goods  at  the  place  to  which 
they  are  consigned,  if  the  owner  or  consignee  is  unknown,  or  if  the  owner  or  consignee 
is  known,  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  date  of  giving  or  depositing  the 
notice,  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  the  owner  or  consignee  of  goods 
thus  received,  and  not  removed  as  aforesaid,  to  charge  a  fair  and  reasonable  cost  for 
storage  of  the  same,  which  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  goods  so  stored ;  also,  after  the  expi- 
ration of  said  ten  days,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  deliver  said  goods  to  any 
warehouseman  or  storage  merchant  at  the  point  of  destination  of  such  goods  or  mer- 
chandise, or  in  case  there  be  no  responsible  warehouseman  or  storage  merchant  at  such 
point  willing  to  receive  such  goods,  then  at  the  most  convenient  point  where  such 
storage  can  be  effected,  and  receive  from  such  warehouseman  the  freight  and  charges 
due  such  raijroad  or  other  company  upon  the  same,  notifying  the  owner  or  consignee  of 
such  storage,  when  known,  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and 
the  advances  made  and  all  reasonable  charges  for  storage  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the 
goods  so  stored. 
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Section  4.  Such  property  shall  be  offered  for  sale  in  the  place  where  the  office,  station, 
depot,  or  warehouse  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  deposited  for  safe  keeping  is  lo- 
cated, or  may  be  offered  for  sale  at  any  other  place  where  such  persons,  associations,  or 
companies  may  deem  best  to  insure  a  prompt  sale  thereof.  At  least  thirty  days'  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  containing  a  descriptive  list  of  the  several  aiticles  to  be 
sold,  with  names,  numbers,  and  marks  thereon,  shall  be  given,  by  posting  such  notice 
at  the  office,  station,  or  depot  of  such  person,  association,  or  company,  in  the  county 
where  the  place  to  which  such  property  was  consigned  is  situated,  or,  if  there  be  no  such 
office,  station,  or  depot,  by  posting  such  notice  in  three  public  places  in  such  county  ; 
and,  in  addition  to  the  posting  at  the  place  of  consignment,  such  descriptive  list  must 
be  posted  at  the  place  where  such  property  is  sold,  and  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  sale  must  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  place 
where  such  property  is  to  be  sold.  Such  person,  association,  or  company,  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  such  property,  shall  pay  all  the  necessary  costs  and  expenses  of  the 
sale,  and  all  proper  charges  for  freight  and  storage  of  the  property  sold,  apportioning 
such  expenses  and  charges,  as  near  as  may  be,  among  the  articles  sold,  to  the  amount 
received  for  each,  and  hold  the  overplus,  if  any,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  owner 
thereof,  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  such  sale,  upon  proof  of  ownership  by  affida- 
vit of  the  claimant  or  attorney  ;  and  after  the  expiration  of  one  year,  all  such  sums  un- 
claimed shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  common 
schools :  provided,  that  any  such  articles  not  sold  may  be  offered  again,  as  above  pro- 
vided, until  sold.

C,  327),  as  the  same  was  amended  by  the  act  of  May  6,  1869  (66  0.  L.,  127),  and  section  two  of  the  afore- 
said act,  passed  April  10.  1856.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  section  one 
of  the  aforesaid  act  of  April  10,  1856,  as  amended  May  6,  1869,  be  so  amended  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  wlienever  the  lines  of  railroad  of  any  railroad  companies  in  this 
state,  or  any  portion  of  such  lines,  have  been  [or]  are  being  so  constructed  as  to  admit 
the  passage  of  burthen  or  passenger  cars  over  any  two  or  more  such  roads,  continuously, 
■without  break  or  interruption,  such  companies  are  hereby  authorized  to  consolidate 
themselves  into  a  single  corporation;  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  lailroad  com- 
pany in  this  state,  organized  under  the  general  or  any  special  law,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  organized  in  this  state,  and  whose  line  of  road  shall  be  made,  or  in  process  of 
construction,  to  the  boundary  line  of  the  state,  or  to  any  point,  either  in  or  out  of  this 
state,  to  consolidate  its  capital  stock  with  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  in  an  adjoin- 
ing state,  the  line  of  whose  road  has  been  made  or  is  in  process  of  construction  to  the 
same  point,  and  when  the  several  roads  so  unite  as  to  form  a  continuous  line  for  the 
passage  of  cars :  provided,  that  roads  running  to  the  bank  of  any  river  which  is  not 
bridged,  shall  be  held  to  be  continuous  under  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  two  of  the  aforesaid  act,  passed  April  10,  1856,  and  took  effect 
May  1,  1856,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  2.  That  said  consolidation  shall  be  made  under  the  conditions  and  restric- 
tions following,  that  is  to  say :

nies into  that  of  the  new  corporation,  with  such  other  details  as  they  shall  deem  neces- 
sary to  perfect  such  new  organization,  and  the  consolidation  of  said  companies. 
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Second.  Said  agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  of  each  of  the  said 
companies,  at  a  meeting  thereof  called  separately  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  same 
into  consideration  ;  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  meeting,  and  the 
object  thereof,  shall  be  given  by  written  or  printed  notices  addressed  to  each  of  the 
persons  in  whose  names  the  capital  stock  of  said  companies  stands  on  the  books  thereof, 
and  also  by  a  like  notice  published  in  some  newspaper  in  ihe  city  or  town  where  such 
company  has  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business ;  and  at  the  said  meeting  of  stock- 
holders, the  agreement  of  the  said  directors  shall  be  considered,  and  a  vote  by  ballot 
taken  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  the  same,  each  share  of  stock  on  which  have  been 
paid  all  the  installments  called  for  by  the  board  of  directors  entitling  the  holder  thereof 
to  one  vote,  and  the  ballots  shall  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all 
the  votes  cast  at  said  meeting  shall  be  for  the  adoption  of  said  agreement,  then  that  fact 
shall  be  certified  thereon  by  the  secretary  of  each  of  said  comjianies;  and  the  agree- 
ment so  adopted,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  state,  and  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  agreement  and  act  of  consolidation  of 
said  companies ;  and  a  ccx>y  of  said  agreement  and  act  of  consolidation,  duly  certified  by 
the  secretary  of  state,  under  the  great  seal  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  shall  be  evidence  of  the 
existence  of  said  corporation.

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  hy  the  General  Assemhli/  of  ihe  Stale  of  Oliio,  That  at  all  meet- 
ings of  stockhold-^rs  of  railroad  companies,  mining  companies,  insurance  companies,  and 
other  corporations  having  a  capital  stock  divided  into  shares,  the  vote  of  any  stock 
holder  not  present  may  be  cast  by  proxy. 

Sec.  2.  The  act  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  votes  of  stocholders  of  certain  in- 
corporated companies  to  be  cast  by  proxy,"  passed  Febrnary  23,  1875,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Passed  April  9,  1877. 

An  Act  authorizing  the  organization  of  common  carrier  companies. 
[74  Laws,  84.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  Jnj  the  General  Aascmhhj  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  any  number 
of  persons,  not  less  than  five,  may  associate  and  become  a  body  corporate,  with  the 
powers  in  this  act  granted,  upon  complying  with  [the]  requirements  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  persons  so  associating  shall,  under  their  bands  and  seals,  make  a  certifi- 
cate, which  shall  specify  as  follows  : 

First — The  name  to  be  assumed  by  the  corporation,  and  by  which  it  will  be  known. 

Second — The  anioimt  of  capital  stock  necessary,  and  the  amount  of  each  share. 

Third — The  name  of  the  place  and  county  in  which  the  principal  office  of  the  company 
will  be  kept. 
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Fourth — That  the  purpose  of  associatiupj  is  to  become  a  common  carrier  company. 

Said  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  before  a  notary  public  or  justice  of  tlie  peace, 
and  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  ot  common  pleas,  and  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
secretary  of  state,  who  shall  record  and  carefully  preserve  the  same  in  his  oflice,  and  a 
copy  thereof,  duly  certified  by  the  secretary  of  state,  under  the  great  seal  of  the  sta^e  of 
Ohio,  shall  be  evidence  of  the  existence  of  such  c^itporation. 

Sec.  H.  When  the  fo-egoing  provisions  have  been  complied  with,  the  p'^rson^  named 
as  corporators  iu  said  certificate,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  deemed 
a  body  corporate  ;  and  said  corporatio']  shall  have  power  to  make  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure  ;  to  sue  and  bo  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, defend  and  be  defended,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  acquire  and  con- 
vey at  pleasure  all  such  real  and  iiersonal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  iucorporation. 

Sec.  4.     Said  corporation  shall  also  have  the  following  powers  : 

First — To  make  all  contracts  that  it  shall  lawful  for  natural  persons  to  make,  for  the 
carriage  of  persons  and  the  storage,  forwarding,  carriage,  and  delivery  of  property,  but 
subject  to  the  same  liabilities. 

Second — To  lease  and  to  hold  and  operate  any  line  of  railroad  and  its  appendages,  either 
before  or  after  its  comfdetion,  owned  a  by  municipal  corporation  of  this  state,  and  any 
railway  connected  therewith  lying  without  this  state,  and  such  portion  of  any  railroad 
within  this  state  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  convenient  nispatch  of  the  business  of  the 
corporations  organized  under  this  act. 

Hib-d — To  construct  or  complete  andequij)  any  railway  and  its  appendages  which  it  is 
authorized  to  lease. 

Fourth — To  borrow  money,  not  exceeding  its  authorized  capital  stock,  at  a  rate  of  in- 
terest not  exceeding  seven  and  three-tenths  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  execute  bonds  or 
promissory  notes  therefor,  payable  in  go  Id  or  lawful  money,  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  and,  to  secure  the  jjayment  thereof,  may  mortgage  or  pledge  its  property,  then 
or  thereafter  acquired,  audits  income  and  franchises,  including  the  franchise  of  being 
a  corporation :  provided,  that  no  mortgage  bonds  shall  be  sold  at  less  than  par  in  lawful 
money,  without  the  consent  of  a  majorify  iu  interest  of  the  stockholders,  givenat  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  or  in  writing. 

Sec.  5.  The  business  and  property  of  such  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  con- 
ducted by  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  stockholders,  who  shall  be 
chosen,  except  at  the  first  election,  after  such  notice  and  at  such  time  and  place  within 
the  county  where  the  principal  office  of  the  company  is  kept,  and  for  such  term  as  shall 
be  provided  by  the  by-laws.  Immediately  after  their  election,  the  directors  shall  elect 
one  of  their  number  president  of  the  corporation,  and  may  appoint  such  other  oflScers 
and  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  They  shall  have  powei  to  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
corporation. 

Sec.  t).  Subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  shall  be  paid  in  such  iuf-tallments,  at  such 
times  and  places,  and  to  snch  persons  as  may  be  required  by  the  board  of  directors.  Each 
share  shall  shall  be  the  personal  property  of  the  holder,  and  shall  entitle  him  to  one  vote 
at  all  elections  and  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  to  be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

Sec.  7.  The  stockholders  of  every  corporation  organized  under  this  act,  shall  be  lia- 
ble for  the  dues  of  the  same,  over  and  above  the  stock  by  him  or  her  owned,  and  any 
amount  unpaid  thereon,  to  a  further  sum  equal  in  amount  to  such  stock.

Sec.  8.  The  persons  named  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  or  any  committee  of 
them,  not  less  than  three,  shall  be  commissioners  to  open  books  for  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall  deem  projier,  after  giving  ten  days' 
notice  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  county  in  -which 
the  company's  principal  office  is  to  be  kept.  Full  and  equal  opportunity  shall  be  given 
to  all  persons  desiring  to  subscribe  for  stock  to  do  so,  and  in  case  more  than  the  author- 
ized capital  shall  be  subscribed,  a  proportional  allotment,  omitting  fractions,  shall  be 
made  among  the  subscribers.  Upon  ten  per  cent,  of  the  stock  beiug  subscribed,  said 
commissioners  shall  give  notice,  by  ten  days'  publication  as  hereinbefore  provided,  to 
the  stockholders  to  meet  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  designated,  and  hold  an  election  of 
directors,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  time  fixed  for  the  annual  election,  and 
until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified. 

Sec.  9.  Any  company  heretofore  or  hereafter  incorporated  or  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  may  subscribe  for  or  become  the  owner  of  stocK;  in  the  corporations 
authorized  by  this  act :  provided,  that  before  any  subscriptions  shall  be  made,  the  direc- 
tors of  the  company  subscribing  shall  be  authorized  to  make  the  same  by  a  vote  of  the 
majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders,  or  obtain  their  consent  thereto  in  writing. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  any  company  organized  under  this  act  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
directors  thereof,  require  an  increased  amount  of  capital  stock,  they  shall,  if  authorized 
by  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stock,  file  with  the  secretary  of  state  a 
certificate  setting  forth  the  amount  of  such  deeiied  increase,  and  thereafter  such  com- 
pany shall  be  entitled  to  have  such  increased  capital  as  fixed  by  said  certificate. 

Sec.  11.  Any  association  or  company  of  not  less  than  five  persons,  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  being  a  common  carrier  company,  may  be  organized  into  a  corporation  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  with  the  same  powers,  privileges,  and  rights  as  if 
originally  organized  and  incorporated  under  the  same.

An  Act  supplementary  to  the  "act  relating  to  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,"  passed  May  4,  A.D.  1869. 

[74  Laws,  115.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Siate  of  Ohio,  That  the  board  of 
trustees  appointed  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  shall  have  power  to  con- 
tract for  completing  and  leasing  the  whole  line  of  railway  for  which  they  are  trustees, 
after  its  partial  construction  and  before  its  final  completion,  upon  the  conditions  and  in 
the  mode  provided  for  in  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  April  18,  1873,  entitled  "  an  act 
supplementary  to  the  act  relating  to  cities  ol  the  first  class  having  a  population  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,"  passed  May  4,  1869.  Before  making 
any  contract  for  completing  and  leasing  the  whole  line  of  such  railway  such  trustees  shall 
advertise,  once  a  week  for  eight  weeks,  in  at  least  two  uewspajjcrs  published  in  and  of 
general  circulation  in  each  of  the  cities  of  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore, 
and  Cincinnati  for  proposals  for  completing  and  leasing  the  whole  line  of  said  railway: 
provided  further,  that  the  said  trustees  may  operate  so  much  of  said  railway  as  is  com- 
pleted, or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  until  such  contract  is  entered  into,  and  may  lease 
rolling-stock  for  that  purpose.

An  Act  to  regulate  the  speed  of  railroad  locomotives  and  cars  witliin  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city 

town,  or  village. 

[74  Laws,  132.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hj  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  section  one 
of  "an  act  to  regulate  the  speed  of  railroad  locomotives  and  cars  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  any  city,  towc,  or  village,"  passed  March  20,  1851  (S.  &  C,  p.  321),  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  the  common 
council  or  curporate  authorities  of  any  incorporated  city,  town,  or  village  in  this  state, 
whenever  any  railroad  track  is  laid  into  or  through  such  city,  town,  or  village,  shall 
have  authority  to  ordain,  enact,  and  enforce  an  ordinance  regulating  the  speed  of  all 
locomotives  and  railroad  cars  within  such  corporate  limits:  provided,  in  no  event  shall 
the  rate  fixed  be  less  than  four  miles  per  hour,  aud  in  villages  having  a  population  of 
two  thousand  or  less  it  shall  not  be  less  than  eigh  miles  per  hour;  and  such  corporate 
authorities  may  bring  suit  against  any  engineer,  conductor,  or  railroad  company  violat- 
ing such  ordinance,  and  assess  and  collect  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  for  each  offense,  and  costs  of  suit. 

Sec.  2.    Section  one  of  said  act  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  efiect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Passed  April  27,  1877. 

An  Act  to  authorize  narrow  gauge  railroad  companies  to  issue  bonds. 
[74  Laws,  146.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  any  narrow 
gauge  railroad  company  heretofore,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  incorporated  and  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  have  authorized  the  building  of  a  branch  road,  may 
issue  their  bonds,  convertible  or  otherwise,  bearing  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  of 
such  branch  road,  and  sell  the  same  at  such  times  and  places,  within  and  without  the 
state,  and  at  such  rates  as  the  directors  of  said  company  may  deem  for  its  best  interest  j 
and  said  railroad  company  may  secure  the  payment  of  such  bonds  by  a  mortgage  on  such 
branch  road. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Passed  April  30,  1877. 

An  Act  to  authorize  railway  companies  to  issne  preferred  stock. 

[74  Laws,  183.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  any  railway 
company  heretofore  incorporated  under  the  general  laws  of  this  state,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  railway,  having  a  gauge  not  exceeding  three  feet,  or  that  may  be  hei«e- 
after  incorporated  under  the  general  laws  of  this  state,  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  a 
majority  of  the  directors  thereof  it  may  be  considered  to  be  to  the  interest  of  the  com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  the  speedy  and  convenient  construction  or  equipment  of  its 
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roadway,  or  erecting  its  depots,  or  to  meet  tlie  liabilities  incurred,  or  that  may  hereafter 
be  incurred,  for  real  estate  i)urcha8ed  or  leased,  or  that  may  be  purchased  or  leased,  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  company,  or  for  either  or  all  of  these  purposes,  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  issue  preferred  stock,  which  shall  not  exceed  in  amount  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
authorized  capital  stock  of  such  company. 

Sec.  2.  That  before  such  company  shall  issue  any  preferred  stock  under  this  act,  a 
majority  of  the  directors  of  the  company,  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  shall 
declare  by  resolution  their  intention  to  issue  such  preferrod  stock,  the  amount  thsreof  to 
be  issued,  and  the  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  the  same  shall  be  issued,  and  shall  ob- 
tain the  written  consent  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  all  the  stock  subscribed,  on  which 
the  subscriber  or  owner  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  make  a  record  of  such  consent  on 
the  minutes  of  the  company. 

Sec.  3.  That  when  such  consent  is  obtained  and  entered  of  record,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  the  directors  of  the  company  may  issue  the  preferred  stock  of  the  company, 
in  the  amount  and  for  the  purpose  or  purposes  provided  for  in  resolution  of  the  direc- 
tors; and  such  railway  company  may  guarantee  to  the  holders  of  such  preferred  stock 
a  semi-annual  or  quarterly  dividen.  ,  not  to  exceed  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
at  such  place  as  the  directors  may  designate.  The  preferred  stock  hereiu  authorized  to 
be  issued  may  be  sold  at  such  times  and  places,  within  or  without  the  state,  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable,  at  not  less  than  par ;  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  applied  for  the 
purpose  or  purposes  set  forth  in  section  one  of  this  act,  and  by  the  resolution  of  the  di- 
rectors ;  the  uupreferred  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  dividends  only  out  of  the  surplus  of 
the  j)rofits,  after  setting  apart  a  sum  sufiicient  to  pay  the  dividends  on  the  preferred 
stock  sold. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  company  issuing  such  preferred  stock  shall  reserve  the  privilege  of 
redeeming  and  canceling  the  same  at  par,  at  any  time  after  five  years  from  the  date  of 
issue ;  and  the  owners  of  such  preferred  stock  shall  have  the  option  of  having  the  same 
converted  into  uupreferred  stock,  whenever  they  shall  so  elect. 

Sec.  .^).  That  the  holders  of  such  preferred  stock  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  any  of 
the  shares  therefor,  at  any  election  of  said  company,  until  six  months  after  default  of 
the  payment  of  any  dividend ;  should  there  be  a  default  of  the  paymeat  of  any  divi- 
dend for  six  months  after  the  same  becomes  due  and  payable,  then  and  thereafter  the  pre- 
ferred stock  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  representation  as  the  uupreferred  stock,  so 
long  as  such  default  may  continue. 

Sec.  6.     That  this  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  its  passage. 

Passed  May  5,  1877. 

An  Act  for  tlie  prevention  of  trespassing  upon  railway  tiains  and  consequent  injuries  to  minors  and  other 

persons. 

[74  Laws.  202.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  no  minor  or 
other  person  shall  climb,  jump,  steii,  stand  upon,  cling  to,  or  in  any  way  attach  himself 
to  any  locomotive,  engine,  or  car,  upon  any  part  of  the  track  of  any  railroad,  unless  in 
so  doing  he  shall  be  acting  in  compliance  with  law,  or  by  permission  under  the  lawful 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  corporation  then  managing  such  railroad. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  as  aforesaid  violating  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  such 
offense,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  and  may,  by  the  court  im»

posing  such  sentence,  be  committed  to  tne  jail  of  the  county,  or  such  other  place  of  im- 
prisonment as  may  be  provided,  until  such  fine  and  the  costs  of  prosecution  shall  be 
paid. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  eflFect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Passed  May  7,  1877. 

An  Act  to  amend  section  two  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  protect  more  effectually  the  lives  of  railroad 
passengers  from  casualties  by  fire,"  passed  May  4,  1869.    (0.  L.,  vol.  66,  p.  95.) 

[74  Laws,  206.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assetnhly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  section  two 
of  the  above  recited  act  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  2.  No  passenger  cars  on  any  railroad  within  this  state  shall  be  lighted  by 
naptha,  or  any  illuminating  oil  fluid  made  in  part  from  naptha,  or  wholly  or  in  part 
from  coal  or  petroleum,  or  other  substance  or  material  which  will  ignite  at  a  tempera- 
ture of  less  than  three  hundred  degrees  Fahrenheit.  And  the  commissioner  of  railroads, 
by  himself  or  agent,  may,  at  any  time,  enter  the  cars  running  on  any  of  the  railroads 
within  this  state,  and  take  from  any  or  all  lamps  therein  samples  of  the  oil  found  there, 
for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  same  ;  and  if  it  proves  of  a  lower  grade  than  is  required 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  ii  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioner  of  railroads  to 
bring  suit  according  to  the  provisions  of  section  four  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  amenda- 
tory. 

Sec.  2.    That  section  two  of  the  above-named  act  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

THE  SEVERAL  ACTS  CONFERRING  AUTHORITY  ON  THE  COM- 
MISSIONER, DEFINING  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICE,  ETC. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Oommissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs,  and  to  prescribe 

his  duties. 

[1867,  April  5,  p.  Ill,  Vol.  64.  ! 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  there  shaU  be 
appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  within  fif- 
teen days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  a  person  to  be  styled  the  Commissioner  of  Rail- 
roads and  Telegraphs,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  period  of  two  years,  and  until  his 
successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  person  who  is  so  appointed  shall  be  an  elector 
of  this  state,  and  shall  have  no  official  connection  with  any  railroad,  nor  during  the  term 
of  his  office  own  or  be  interested  in  the  stock,  bonds,  or  other  property,  or  in  the  employ 
of  any  railroad.  In  case  of  vacancy  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  state,  or 
otherwise,  the  governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  and  report  the  name  of  such  appointee  to 
the  senate,  if  in  session,  and  if  not,  within  ten  days  after  the  commencement  of  the  next 
session,  who,  by  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  fuU 
term  of  two  years,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  from  the  day  of  his  appointment ;  provided, 
that  if  the  governor  shall  at  any  time  become  satisfied  that  the  commissioner  is  inefficient 
or  derelict  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  in  any  way  uses  the  advantage 
of  his  position  for  personal  ends,  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  public  interest,  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  if  it  be  in  ses- 
sion, to  remove  the  said  commissioner  from  office ;  and  if  the  senate  be  not  in  session,  to 
suspend  him  from  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  office,  temporarily  filling  the  va- 
cancy as  provided  for  in  this  section,  and  reporting  the  facts  to  the  senate  when  in  session. 
Sec.  2.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  said  commis- 
sioner shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  state,  and  to  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  his  duties  as  such  commissioner, 
'  and  that  he  is  not  an  officer,  stockholder,  or  employe  of  any  railroad,  or  in  any  way  in- 
terested therein ;  or  stockholder,  officer,  or  employe  of  any  express  or  freight  company 
doing  business  on  any  of  the  railroads  of  this  state,  or  interested  therein ;  or  a  stock- 
holder, officer,  or  employe  of  any  telegraph  company  operating  in  this  state. 

[Original  section  3,  amended  April  8,  1871,  68  Laws,  55.] 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  receive  for  his  services  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  be  fur- 
nished with  an  office,  office  furniture,  and  stationery,  at  the  expense  of  the  state.  He 
shall  have  power  to  employ  a  clerk  to  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  him,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  4.  Said  railroad  commissioner  shall  have  the  right  of  passing,  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  on  all  the  railroads  in  this  state,  and  upoj.  all  the  trains,  and  any  part 
thereof,  free  of  charge. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  commissioner,  whenever  it  shall  come  to  his 
knowledge,  either  upon  complaint  or  otherwise,  or  he  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that 
any  Oi  the  officers,  employes,  or  agents  of  any  railroad  in  this  state  are  violating  any  of 
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the  laws  of  this  state  relating  to  railroads,  to  examine  into  all  snch  violations ;  and  if 
such  complaints  shall  he  found  true,  he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  governor  with  his 
annual  report,  to  he  laid  hefore  the  general  assemhly.  In  making  such  examination,  he 
shall  have  power  to  issue  suhpoina  for  witnesses  and  administer  oaths.  He  shall  prose- 
cute, or  c;  use  to  he  prosecuted,  all  violations  of  any  of  th«  laws  relating  to  railroads. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  commissioner  shall  have  reasonahle  grounds  to  holieve,  either 
on  complaint  or  otherwise,  that  any  of  the  tracks,  bridges,  or  other  structures  of  any 
railroad  in  this  state  are  in  a  condition  which  renders  any  of  them  dangerous,  or  unfit 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  with  reasonable  safety,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  in- 
spect and  examine  the  same ;  and  if,  on  such  examination,  in  his  opinion  any  of  such 
tracks,  bridges,  or  other  structures  or  works  are  unfit  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers with  reasonable  safety,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  to  the  superintendent,  or 
other  executive  officer  of  the  company  working  or  operating  said  defective  track, 
bridge,  or  other  structure,  notice  of  the  condition  thereof,  and  of  the  re})airs  neces- 
sary to  place  the  same  in  a  reasonably  safe  condition ;  and  may  also  order  and  direct 
the  rate  of  speed  of  passing  trains  over  such  dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge, 
or  other  structure,  until  the  said  repairs  are  made,  and  the  time  within  which  such 
repairs  shall  be  made  by  the  company;  and  if  any  superintendent  or  other  executive 
officer  aforesaid,  receiving  such  notice  and  order,  shall  willfully  neglect,  for  the  period 
of  two  days  after  receiving  such  notice  and  order,  to  direct  the  proper  subordinate  offi- 
cers of  the  company  to  run  the  passenger  trains  over  such  defective  track,  bridge,  or  other 
structure,  at  the  speed  so  prescribed  by  the  commissioner ;  or  if  any  engineer,  conductor, 
or  other  employe  of  such  company  shall  knowingly  disobey  such  order,  every  such  super- 
intendent, officer,  conductor,  or  employe  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
on  conviction  thereof  upon  indictment  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  jail  of  the  counly  in  which  said  indictment  may  be 
found  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  Aud 
"the  commif-sioner  shall  have  power  to  wholly  stop  the  running  of  passenger  trains  over 
such  defective  track,  bridge,  or  other  structure.  If  said  company  shall  neglect,  or  with- 
out reasonable  cause  fail  to  m-xke  said  repair  within  the  time  prescribed  by  said  commis- 
sioner, such  company,  for  each  and  every  day  that  ensues  thereafter,  and  until  said  re- 
pairs are  made,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  state  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec  7.  All  prosecutions  against  railroad  companies,  or  any  officer  or  employe  thereof, 
for  forfeitures,  penalties,  or  fines  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  relating  to  said  roads 
or  telegraphs,  shall  be  by  action  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  all  moneys  arising 
from  snch  suits  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  by  the  prosecuting  attorney  or  com- 
missioner collecting  and  receiving  the  same ;  and  prosecuting  attorneys  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  state  treasury,  for  their  services  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  ten 
per  cent,  on  all  moneys  by  them  collected  and  paid  over. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorneys  of  the  several  counties 
within,  into,  or  through  which  any  railroad  is  located  and  worked,  upon  the  application 
of  any  person  claiming  to  he  aggrieved  by  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  state,  by  the 
superintendents  or  other  executive  officer  or  employe  of  such  road,  whereby  penalties 
have  been  incurred,  upon  a  careful  investigation,  and  being  satisfied  that  said  penalties 
have  been  incurred,  or  upon  being  instructed  and  required  by  the  commissioner,  to  s'  e 
for  and  recover  such  penalties  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  state  of  Ohio ;  provided, 
that  such  prosecuting  attorney  shall  not  bring  any  action  at  tli  >  instance  of  any  private 
party,  unless  such  party  shall  first  become  liable  for  costs,  and  in  cabr:  the  stiitv  fails  in 
such  suit,  the  eost  thereof  phall  be  adjudged  against  such  party. 
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[Original  section  9,  amended  May  13,  1868,  65  Laws,  183.] 

Section  9.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  president  or  other  officer  in  charge  of 
each  and  every  railroad  company  having  a  line  of  railroad  in  this  state  to  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  commissioner  for  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  day  of  June  preceding ; 
which  report  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  such  president  or  other  officer 
in  charge,  and  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  by  the  first  day  of  September  in 
each  year,  aud  shall  state —

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companies,"  passed  February  11,  1848,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  and  furnish 
such  rt'port  at  the  time  prescribed  in  section  nine  of  this  act,  as  amended  May  13,  1868, 
or  as  required  by  the  commiassoner,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  State  of  Ohio  ;  and  he 
shall  be  subject  co  a  like  penalty  for  every  period  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  he  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  report. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  chief  oflficer  of  any  telegraph  line  or 
company  doing  business  in  this  state,  or  in  process  of  construction,  to  make  an  annual 
report  of  its  business  to  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs,  in  such  form  as 
such  commissioner  may  direct,  for  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  day  of  June  preceding  ; 
which  report  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  such  president  or  officer  in 
charge,  and  shall  be  liled  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  by  the  first  day  of  September 
in  each  year.  For  a  refusal  or  neglect  by  such  officer  to  make  and  furnish  such  report 
at  the  time  prescribed  in  this  act,  the  company  he  represents  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the 
state  of  Ohio,  and  said  company  shall  be  subject  to  a  like  penalty  for  every  period  of 
thirty  days  after  the  time  its  chief  officer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  and  file  such 
report.

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  aforesaid  to  make  to  the  governor 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  a  full  and  accurate  report  of  the  con- 
dition and  affairs  of  all  the  railroad  and  telegraph  companies  having  lines  in  this  state, 
also  of  all  accidents  resulting  in  injuries  to  persons  and  [the]  roads  upon  which  they 
occurred,  with  the  circumstances  and  causes  thereof,  and  such  other  information,  sug- 
gestions, and  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  of  advantage  to  the  state.  The  gover- 
nor shall  cause  two  thousand  copies  of  said  report  to  be  printed  under  the  direction  of 
the  said  commissioner,  by  the  printer  having  the  contract  for  this  branch  of  [the]  public 
printing,  and  lay  the  same  before  the  general  assembly  in  printed  form ;  said  reports  to 
be  bound  in  muslin  and  suitably  lettered  on  the  back  ;  three  copies  for  the  use  of  each 
member  and  officer  of  the  general  assembly,  and  one  thousand  copies  for  the  commis- 
sioner; tlio  remainder  to  be  dtiposited  iu  the  state  library  for  use  and  distribution  by  the 
librarian,  according  to  law  or  the  resolution  of  the  general  assembly. 

[The  foregoing  amendment  repeals  entire  amending  act  of  May  13,  1868,  except  the  following  :  J 
Sec.  3.  The  appointment  of  the  clerk  of  the  commissioner  shall  be  evidenced  by  a 
certificate  of  the  commissioner,  and  shall  continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the  commis- 
sioner ;  and  in  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  commissioner,  the  clerk  shall  have  power 
to  issue  subpoena  for  witnesses  and  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  pertaining  to  the  duties 
of  the  office. 

An  Act  further  prescribing  the  duties  of  secretaries  of  railroad  and  telegraph  companies  in  the  state  of 

Ohio. 

[1873,  April  24  ;  70  Laws,  155.] 
Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  it  shall  be 
and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  each  and  every  railroad  company,  and 
of  each  and  every  telegraph  company,  now  doing  business,  or  whose  line  is  in  process 
of  construction,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  organized  within  the  state  of  Ohio,  within 
thirty  days  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  within  thirty  days  after  the  eloc- 
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tion  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  as  provided  in  section  nine  of  an  act  to  provide 
for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  incorporated  companies  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  passed 
May  1,  1852  (S.  &  C,  271),  to  make  out  and  forward  to  the  commissioner  of  railroads 
and  telegraphs  a  statement  of  the  officers  and  directors  of  their  respective  companies, 
giving  the  place  of  residence  and  post-office  address  of  each ;  and  thereafter,  if  any 
change  shall  occur  in  the  organization  of  the  officers  or  board  of  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, to  notify  the  commissioner  of  railroads  and  telegraphs  of  the  fact  of  such  change, 
and  the  residence  and  post-office  address  of  each  of  said  officers  and  directors. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  any  company  so 
neglecting  for  thirty  days  after  the  time  herein  provided  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties  as  attach  for  neglecting  or  refusing  to  make  the  required  annual  report  to  the 
commissioner  of  railroads  and  telegraphs. 

An  Act  to  make  more  efficient  the  reports  of  railway  and  telegraph  companies. 
[1873,  May  5  ;  70  Laws,  276.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  whenever 
the  returns  of  any  corporation  required  to  report  to  the  commissioner  of  railroads  and 
telegraphs  are  incomplete,  defective,  or  probably  erroneous,  the  commissioner  shall 
notify  such  corporation  thereof,  and  require  it  to  amend  said  return  within  fifteen  days. 
Each  corporation  shall  make  its  return  strictly  according  to  the  forms  provided.  If  the 
corporation  find  it  impracticable  to  return  all  the  items  in  detail  as  required,  it  shall 
state  the  reasons  why  such  details  can  not  be  given  ;  bnt  no  corporation  shall  be  allowed 
to  plead  in  excuse  for  not  giving  such  details  that  it  does  not  keep  its  accounts  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  enable  it  to  do  so  :  provided,  that  if  the  form  for  said  returns  and  report 
furnished  by  the  commissioner  makes  necessary  any  change  or  alteration  in  the  present 
method  or  form  of  keeping  their  accounts,  he  shall  give  to  said  corporation  at  least 
thirty  days'  notice  thereof  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  year  for  which  the  said 
changes  and  additions  may  be  necessary,  in  order  to  make  the  full  returns  required. 

Sec.  2.  The  commissioner  shall  have  jjower,  personally,  or  by  agent  under  his  au- 
thority, to  examine  any  railroad  officer,  agent,  or  employ 6,  under  oath,  relative  to  his 
stock  or  pecuniary  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  m  any  freight,  express,  telegraph,  sleep- 
ing-car, construction,  rolling-stock,  or  other  company  doing  business  upon  or  in  connec- 
tion with  the  road  of  which  he  is  such  employ^ ;  also,  to  examine  into  the  cause  of  each 
accident  resulting  in  loss  of  life  to  person  or  persons ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty 
of  the  superintendent  of  each  railway  in  the  state  to  notify  said  commissioner  of  such 
accident,  by  telegraph,  immediately  upon  its  occurrence. 

Sec.  3.  The  several  railway  corporations  operating  railways  in  the  state  shall  at  all 
times,  on  demand,  furnish  said  commissioner  any  information  required  by  him  concern- 
ing the  condition,  management,  and  operations  of  the  railways  under  their  direction 
and  control  respectively,  and  particularly  with  copies  of  all  leases,  contracts,  and  agree- 
ments for  transportation  with  express  companies  or  otherwise  to  which  they  are  parties, 
and  also  with  the  rates  for  transporting  freight  and  passengers  upon  their  railways,  and 
upon  those  with  which  their  roads  respectively  have  connection  in  business.  A  refusal 
or  neglect  by  any  company  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  subject  it  to 
the  same  penalties  as  attach  for  failure  to  make  annual  report  to  said  commissioner. 
The  commissioner,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
have  power  to  subpoena  witnesses  and  administer  oaths,  and  pay  the  necessary  expenses 
incurred  by  draft  from  the  contingent  fund  of  his  office.  And  any  railroad  officer, 
agent,  or  employ6  who  shall  refuse  to  answer,  under  oath,  any  question  or  questions  to 
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be  asked  by  the  commissioner  or  his  agents,  by  the  terms  of  section  two  of  this  act, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  for  the  first  oifense  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.  For  each  succeeding  offense  he  shall  be  liable  to 
such  fine,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  thirty  days  ;  and  each  refusal  to  answer  the  same  question  or  ques- 
tions shall  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offense.  The  property  of  the  railroad 
company  of  which  the  person  so  convicted  is  an  officer,  agent,  or  employ^  shall  be  liable 
to  be  taken  in  execution  to  satisfy  the  fines  and  costs  in  such  cases.  All  prosecutions 
made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  by  indictment  in  the  court  of  common 
pleas  in  the  county  in  which  such  offense  is  committed  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty 
of  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  such  county,  upon  complaint  of  the  commissioner,  as 
part  of  his  official  duties,  to  attend  to  the  prosecution  of  all  offenses  committed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.

Silas  Barber,  two  miles  south  of  Sandusky :  killed  by  passenger  train 
while  walking  on  track.  Coroner's  verdict :  "After  hearing  the  evidence  and  examin- 
ing the  body,  we  do  find  that  the  deceased,  Silas  Barber,  came  to  his  death  by  being 
struck  on  the  head  by  the  bumper  of  engine  No.  2,  of  the  C.  S.  and  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  while 
walking  on  the  track.  Refusing  to  get  off  the  track,  after  repeated  signals  of  danger, 
we  further  find  that  the  above  named  company,  and  its  employ(Ss,  are  not  responsible  in 
any  manner  for  the  accident.  We  farther  find,  by  the  evidence,  that  the  deceased  was 
insane.    Chas.  Bauer,  and  five  others." 

November.  5.  Edward  Ilenry,  brakeman,  West  Liberty:  killed.  Coroner's  jury 
found  that  deceased  came  to  his  death  by  being  run  over  by  train  No.  1,  and  supposed  to 
have  slipped  and  fallen  under  cars  while  endeavoring  to  put  on  the  brakes,  near  the  end 
of  train.    P.  Jones,  coroner,  Bellefontaine.    Six  jurors. 

December  2.  Unknown  tramp,  near  Richland,  Logan  county  :  killed  by  being  struck 
by  a  passenger  train  while  walking  on  tiack.  Repeated  signals  of  danger  were  given. 
Coroner's  jury  "  supposed  him  to  have  been  deaf,  and  the  accident  unavoidable  on  the 
part  of  the  railroad  ofl[icials."    Wm.  Ramsey  and  others.  Belle  Centre. 

December  7.  Thomas  Ramsborough,  Kenton:  so  badly  injured  as  to  necessitate  the 
amputation  of  an  arm ;  struck  by  freight  train  while  crossing  the  bridge. 

December  9.  L.  Thornton,  brakeman,  near  Columbus :  fatally  injured ;  fell  from  mov- 
ing freight  train,  and  had  one  leg  run  over  and  an  arm  broken.  Died  December  29,  at 
St.  Francis'  Hospital,  Columbus. 

December  29.  J.  J.  Walsh,  yard  brakeman,  Springfield :  killed ;  was  run  over  while 
endeavoring  to  make  a  coupling.  The  coroner's  verdict  contains  the  following:  "We 
also  find  that  no  blame  can  attach  to  any  person  connected  with  said  railroad  or  the 
running  thereof.    James  Kinney,  coroner,  Springfield." 

February  5,  1877.  Wm.  C.  Herrick,  Forest:  injured;  fell  and  had  foot  crushed  while 
endeavoring  to  board  a  moving  passenger  train.  He  was  warned  by  parties  on  the  plat- 
form not  to  make  the  attempt. 

June  25.  Unknown  man,  near  Sandusky:  injured;  was  struck  by  a  passenger  train, 
breaking  his  legs  and  otherwise  injuring  him.

Freight  train  wrecked  one-half  mile  west  of  Logan,  caused  by  short 
dump  car  jumping  the  track;  six  short  dumps  and  three  coal  cars  slightly  damaged. 

June  6.  Passenger  train  No.  2  was  wrecked  about  two  miles  west  of  Millville.  The 
road  runs  between  the  canal  and  river.  All  information  tends  to  the  belief  that  the 
flood-gates  near  Buckeye  bridge  were  left  open,  and  a  rise  in  the  water  from  above  passed 
down  into  the  canal,  causing  the  canal  to  overflow  at  the  point  where  the  accident  occur- 
red. The  water  broke  through  the  track,  washing  out  embankment,  and  letting  train 
into  the  breach.  The  engine  passed  over  and  broke  loose  from  the  tank  and  turned 
over  into  the  river ;  the  tank  went  down  into  the  hole,  and  caused  the  baggage  car  to 
telescope  into  the  first  coach  about  one-fourth  its  length.  Engine  was  not  very  badly 
damaged;  baggage  car  and  first  coach  considerably  broken  up.    Four  passengers  and 

four  employes  injured.

CASUALTIES  TO  PERSONS. 

Statement  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1877,  of  all  accidents  resulting  in  injuries  to 
persons,  giving  extent  and  cause  thereof : 

August  10,  1876.  Mrs.  Celia  Sanders,  near  Lawrence  Furnace:  instantly  killed;  while 
attempting  to  cross  track  in  front  of  detached  moving  train  (No.  4),  was  struck  by  a 
loaded  gondola  car.    The  fault  was  clearly  her  own.    Inquest  held  by  James  W.  Allison, 
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coroBer  of  Lavrreuce  couuty.  Verdict  as  follows  :  ''  We,  the  undersigned  jurors,  impan- 
neled  and  sworn  on  the  10th  day  of  August,  in  the  year  1876,  at  the  township  of  Eliza- 
beth, in  the  county  of  Lawrence,  by  James  W.  Allison,  coroner  in  and  for  said  county,  to 
inquire,  and  true  presentment  make,  in  what  manner  and  by  whom  Mra.  Celia  Sanders, 
whose  body  was  found  at  or  near  Lawrence^Furnace,  on  the  10th  day  of  August,  A.D. 
1876,  came  to  her  death.  After  having  heard  the  evidence  and  examined  the  body,  we 
do  find  that  the  deceased  came  to  her  death  by  being  struck  by  a  car  in  a  passing  train 
on  the  Iron  railroad ;  and  that  the  said  body  has  the  following  marks  and  wounds  upon  it : 
a  deep  cut  on  the  right  chaek  and  a  severe  wound  upon  the  right  arm.  And  we,  the  jury, 
do  further  find,  that  the  employes  of  the  Iron  Railroad  operating  said  train,  did  all  in 
their  power  to  prevent  the  accident."

Works  Co.  coal  bank,  tearing  it  away,  and  struck  two  loaded  coal  cars  lying  below  it, 
ran  them  and  two  of  the  gondola  cars  off  the  switch,  which  was,  fortunately,  open ;  in- 
jured the  two  coal  cars  and  tore  brakes  off  of  all  the  train  of  gondola  cars.  A  heavy 
snow  prevented  the  brakes  of  the  train  of  gondola  cars  from  being  eifective. 

March  10.  Engine  and  one  loaded  gondola  car  of  freight  and  passenger  train  No.  3 
collided  with  three  empty  gondola  cars  on  main  track  at  Etna  Furnace,  wrecking  truck 
of  one  gondola,  and  injuring  pilot  of  engine.

The 
cause  of  this  accident  is  wrapped  in  mystery,  allhouph  many  theories  have  been  put 
forwaid.  The  biidge,  a  Howe  truss  in  iron,  a  single  span  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet, 
letlirg  upcn  tUmo  aliUtrceute,  Mas  erected  in  lct,3,  and  had  hafely  borne  an  enormous 
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trafBc  for  a  period  of  lliirfeen  years.  Only  nn  lionr  before  it  fel',  a  heavy  freigLfc  train, 
■wUh  two  locomotives,  bad  safely  crossed.  The  slightest  suspicion  that  this  bridge  was 
not  as  saTe  as  any  in  the  country  Wiis  never  fjr  a  moment  entertained  by  any  officer  0/ 
this  company.

August  10,  1876.  Joseph  Brown,  Frederick  :  injured  ;  right  arm  broken  in  two  places 
by  being  struck  by  passenger  train.     Was  intoxicated  and  sitting  on  track. 

August  14.  Huron  L.  Wilson,  passenger,  Chicago  Junction  :  killed ;  had  got  out  of 
train  for  refreshments,  and  on  his  return,  while  carelessly  crossing  track,  was  run  over 
by  yard  engine  ;  had  been  called  to,  and  also  signalled  by  engine,  but  paid  no  attention. 
Was  somewhat  deaf.  Inquest  by  Geo.  Nicholls,  J.  P.,  Huron  county,  acting  coroner. 
Verdict,  that  deceased  came  to  his  death  accidentally,  and  completely  exonerating  com- 
pany. 

December  24.  W.  S.  Ealey,  tonnage  brakeman,  Mansfield  yard  :  fatally  injured  ;  while 
making  coupling,  foot  caught  in  a  frog,  and  he  fell  and  had  his  leg  run  over,  from  effects 
of  which  he  died  next  day.  Inquest  by  A.  J.  Eddy,  J.  P.,  Madison  township,  acting 
coroner.
